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PREFACE. 


rH  O*  Inoculation  was  antiently  pradiifed  on 
various  Kinds  of  Plants,  with  the  Defgn 
of  meliorating  their  Fruit,  as  is  evident 
from  Virgil,  Columella,  no  InJlajice  occurs 
in  which  that  Word  was  ufed  to  exprefs  any 
Operation  on  Human  Bodies,  analogous  to  the 
modern  Method  of  communicating  the  Small-- 
Pox. 

It  is,  indeed,  a  Matter  of  great  Doubt,  whe¬ 
ther  the  Small-Pox  was  at  alt  known  to  the 
Antients',  for  the' late  learned  Dr.  Friend  fays, 
the  Arabian  Phyfeians,  of  the  rjth  Century,  are 
the  firji  Perfons  that  have  given  any  clear  De- 
feription  of  it.  From  that  Pime,  we  know  it 
has  continued  to  make  dreadful  Devafations  in 
many  Parts  of  the  World,  the  mofl  Learned  of 
the  Faculty  having  not  been  able  to  difeover  any 
Method  for  defraying,  or  even  alleviating  the 
Malignity  of  this  mof  defrudlive  Dijimper.

Inoculation^  like  many  other  great  md  ufeful 
DifcoverieSy  owes  its  Origin  to  the  Vulgar  and 
Illiterate ;  and  all  we  know  of  it  is,  that  during 
two  or  three  Centuries  it  h(is  been  praStifed  in 
one  or  more'  of  the  Provinces  fubjeli  to  the 
Turks,  or,  as  fome  affirm,  in  Georgia,  Put 
Mr.  James  Porter,  our  late  Ambaffiador  at  Con- 
ftantlnople,  affiures  us,  that  he  was  informed  by 
a  credible  Miffionary  in  Georgia,  That  he 
could  never  find  any  Traces  of  it  there  ; 
and  thd  many  .affirm,  that  it  was  firji  intro^ 
duced  into  Circaflia,  with  a  View  of  preferving 
the  Beauty  of  fuch  Ladies  as  were  defined  for 
the  Grand  Signiors  Seraglio,  yet  no  authentic 
Evidences  of  this  appear. 

I^he  mofi  probable  Account  feems  to  be  that 
which  is  given  Pylarini,  ^  and  adopted  by 
Mr.  Porter,  vi^i.  That  the  firfl:  who  pradtifed 
Inoculation  was  a  Woman  of  the  Morea,  and 
that  her  Succeflbr  was  of  Bofnia.  The  Turks, 
infatuated  by  chimerical  TSIotions  of  Predefina-- 
tiofi,  could  never  be  prevailed  on  to  fubmit  to  this 
Practice-,  but  thofe  of  the  Greek  Church  readily

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mbraced  if,  and  thereby  it  came  to  the  Know^ 
ledge  of  an  Englilh  Lady,  rf  dijiinguijhed  by  her 
Senfe,  and  Sprightlinejs  of  Parts,  who  accompa^ 
nied herHuJband,  the  ^niiQiAmbaJfador,  to  Con- 
ftantinople ;  from  whence,  in  1 7 1 6,  fhe  fent  the 
following  Account  to  England,  in  a  Letter  to 
Mrs.  S —  C — ,  Apropos  of  Diftempers,  I 

am  going  to  tell  you  a  Taking,  that  would  make  < 
you  wijhyourfelf  here.  T’he  Small-Pox,  fo fatal, 
and  fo  general  among f  us,  is  here  entirely  harm- 
lefs,  by  the  Invention  ^Engrafting,  which 
is  the  T!erm  they  give  it.  Inhere  is  a  Set  of  old 
Women,  who  make  it  their  Bujinefs  to  perform 
the  Operation,  every  Autumn, .  in  the  Month  of  ^ 
September,  when  the  great  Heat  is  abated. 
People  fend  to  one  another  to  know  if  any  of 
their  Family  has  a  Mind  to  have  the  Small-Pox: 
Phey  make  Parties  for  this  Purpofe,  and  when 


-f  PVas  Merit  to  he  efiimated,  rather  hy  the  Nature 
of  Phings,  than  vulgar  Opinion,  this  Britifh  Lady 
who  firft  introduced  this  Pratlice  into  England  {by 
which  fo  many  Thoufands  of  Lives  have  been  faved) 
certainly  deferved,  and,  perhaps,  in  a  more  grateful 
Age,  would  have  had  a  Statue  erelied  to  her  Honour, 
preferably  to  any  of  the  illujlrious  Defroyers  of  Man¬ 
kind,

ther)  the  old  Woman  comes  with  a  Nut-Jhell 
full  of  the  Mattery  of  the  befi  S^ort  of  SmalU 
'  FoXy  and  ajks  what  Veins,  you  pleafe  to  have 
opened.  She  immediately  rips  open  that  you  ofier 
to  her 9  with  a  large  Needle y .  ( which  gives  you

Every  Tear  Thoufands  undergo  this  Operation, 
and  the  French  AmbaJJador  fays  pleafantly,  that 
they  take  the  SmalUFox  here  by  Way  of  Di-- 
verfion,  as  they  take  the  Waters  in  other  Coun-- 
tpes,  There  is  no  Example  of  any  ojie  that  has

tend  to  try  it  on  my  dear  little  Son  I  am  Pa¬

In  the  Tear  aj  ic) ,  Inoculatio72  was  introducei 
into  France ;  but  thd  it  was  practifei  there 
fo  long  fince,  thd*  fiich  a  celebrated  Poet  as  Monfl 
dc  Voltaire,  anc{  fuch  an  er/iinent  Philfphir 
as  Mo  nf.  de  la  Con  da  mine,  have  exerted  their 
^itmojl  Abilities  in  order  to  ejlablijh  it ;  and  thd 
the  Childre?!  of  the  Duke  of  Orleans  were  Juc- 
cefsfully  inoculated  at  Paris,  fever al  Year e  ago  i 
yet  fill  It  is  more  J'paringJy  praelijcd  in  France^ 
than  in  any  other  Nation  in  Fiironc,  Spain  only 
excepted:  A.mi  even  during  the  lad  Tear,  the 
Facility  of  fiofic,  and  the  Faer/ry  of  Divinity^ 
were  employed  in  exammioa  wb:'t!je^'  Inoculation

Indeed^  it 
is  J'aidy  that  it  was^fufpended  by  the  Parliament 
of  Paris,  and  the  Conjideration  of  it  referrd  to 
a  Committee  of  Divines ^  and  PhyficianSy  and 
that  twelve  of  the  latter  mety  fx  of  whom  being 
of  qne  Side^  and  fx  of  the  other y  dijudicatio  ad 
aliud  demum  tempos  dilata  fuit.

f  rom  them  the  mofi  favourable  Account. 

' Notwiiffanding  Lady  M..  W.  Montague 
fent  jiich  a  lively  Defer  iption  of  the  Advantages 
of  Inoculaiiony  in  the  Year  1716,  no  one  had 
the  C  our  ago  to  put  it  in  Praclice  in  England, 
till  her  Ladyf  jip  returned  in  1721,  when  the 
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JirJl  Experiment  was  made  on  her  own  Daugh’- 
terf  who  having  a  favourable  diflinB  Sort  of 
Small-PoXy  laid  the  Foundation  of  Inoculation 
in  England.  After  whichy  tn  the  fame  TeaVy 
Dr.  Keith V  Sony  five  condemned  Criminals  in 
Newgate,  and  three  other  Perfonsy  were  fuc-- 
cefsfully  inoculatedy  by  Mr.  Maitland,  the  Sur^ 
geon  that  had  attended  the  AmbaJJddor  in  his 
Journey  to  Conftantinople. 

Few  of  the  Englifh  Phyficians  approved  of  it 
at  firfi.  After  fome  Jhort  Fhne  it  met  with  the 
Countenance  of  Dr.  Mead,  and  Sir'  Hans 
Sloane  ;  but  above  ally  the  Princefs  g/*  Wales, 
(f  a  Genius  fuperior  to  that  of  the  refi  of  her  Sex, 
foon  difcovering  the  Propriety  and  Reafonablenefs 
of  this  PraBicey  gave  the  greatefi  Encourage¬ 
ment  to  ity  by  moculating  her  own  Family ;  ‘f* 
by  which  Means  her  Royal  Highnefs  preferved 
not  the  Lives  onlyy  but  the  Beauty y  of  fome  of 
the  7nofi  amiable  PrinceJJes  in  Europe. 

Such  an  Example  would  probably  have  been 
followed  by  Perfons  of  all  Ranks  y  if  an  unfortu¬ 
nate  Event  had  not  happened  at  this  JunBure.

tions  on  the  EffeBs  of  this  Practice.  He  by  pro  ^ 
curing  authentic  Narratives  of  the  Succefs  with 
which  it  was  attended^  and  comparing  them  with. 
Lijis  of  thofe  who  died  of  the  SmalUPox  in  the 
Natural  IVay,  gave  the  mofl  convincing  Proofs  of 
the  Preference  that  ought  to  be  given  to  Inocula¬ 
tion.  His  Writ  mgs  carried  with  them  irrefUi-. 
ble  ConviBion:  T’hey  enlighten'd  the  JJnderfa?id- 
ing  of  the  Igjiorant^  confuted  the  Errors  of  the 
MiJiakeUy  and,  in  great  Mcafure,  helped  to  re¬ 
move  the  Fears,  and  Doubts  of  the  ’Pimorous  and 
Superfitious.  He  pub Ifoed  Annual  Accounts  of 

the  Succefs  of  Inoculation,  during  fever al  Tears  y 
'om  the  Time  oj  hts  aifcontmuing  his  Nar¬ 
ratives,  till  the  Tear  1746,  this  moji  excellent 
PraBicefeemed  to  decline,  in  London.  '  In  that 
Year  it  regained  new  Life,  and  Vigour,  by  the 
EJlablifoment  of  the  Hofpital  for  hioculation ;  to 
which  Perfo/is  oj  the  great  eft  Rank,  as  well  as 
7nany  of  injhdor  Order,  Jbon  became  Contributors, 
at  the  Head  of  whom  is  an  illujlrious  Perfonage, 
who  embraces  all  Opportunities  of  encouraging, 
and  proteBing,  every  laudable  Scheme  for  the 
Belief  t  of  Mankind. 

Within  the  Period  juft  mentioned,  I  began  the

ly  Ihort  of  it,  as  is  evident  by^^'the  follow- 
,ing  Note,  printed  in  the  Bifhop  of  JVorceJier^s 
Sermon,  which  was  preached  before  the  Governors 
of  the  Holpital  for  Inoculation,  March  5,  1752, 
and  evidently  refers  to  the  fame  Account  as  that 

given  by  the  Dean,  in  his  Letter  to  me. - 

“  The  learned*  Dr.  Langrijh^  of  JVincheftery  gives 
the  following  Account.  —  About  ten  Years  ago 
the  Small-Pox  raged  fo  furioufly  in  Wincheftery  and 
the  neighbouring  Towns,  that  great  Numbers 
were' induced  to  be  inoculated.  In  Portfmouthy 
ChtchefleVy  Guilfordy  Petersfieldy  and  Wincheftery 
we  reckon  near  Two  Thoufand  that  were  inocu¬ 
lated  at  that  Time,  and  (except  two  Women,  who 
were  both  with  Qhildy  and  inoculated  contrary  to 
the  Advice  of  their  Phyficians)  I  don’t  remember 
to  have  heard  of  one  bad  Accident  that  befell  any 
of  them.” 
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This  was  the  Dean*s  Cook>  aged 

41,  very  corpulent,  and,  in  Appearance,  an 
improper  Subjefit  for  Inoculation  ^  hdwever, 
fhe  went  thro’  the  Diftemper  without  any 
bad  Symptom.  ' 

This,  and  fome  more  Inftances  pf  the  like 
Kind,  encouraged  me  to  be  bolder,  and  i^o 
longer  to  pradtife  (even  in  ExonJ  in  the  fe- 
cret  Manner  enjoined  by  Dean  Clarke.  I 
think  proper  tb  mention  one  other,  before 
I  proceed  to  give  an  Account  of  my  Method, 
and  its  Succefs. 

Mr.  Cjbolwifhy  a  Gentleman  of  great  Worth, 
and  confiderable  Fortune,  applied  to  me  for 
Diredlions  concerning  the  Inoculation  of  his 
Children.  The  Succefs  of  which  appears  by 
the  following  Letter, 

To  John  Cholwich,  in  Exeter. 

Dear  Sir,  Oldjlon,  Dec.  i,  1741. 

AS  you  yrere  fo  kind  as  to  give  me  your 
Advice,  and  Approbation,  on  the  Ino¬ 
culation  of  my  Children,  I  do  not  doubt  but 
it  will  be  agreeable  to  you,  to  hear  of  our 
Succefs.  '  November  the  loth,  after  about 

three 
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three  Weeks  Preparation,  the  Operation  was 
performed  on  all  three. 

My  Son  continued  very  well  till  the  feventh 
Day  after  the  Operation,  when  he  complain¬ 
ed  of  a  Pain  in  his  Head,  which  was  his  only 
Complaint,  and  that  not  violent,  till  the  E- 
ruption,  whiph  was  on.  the  ninth  Day. 

My  Daughters  grew  fick  the  Day  after  their 
Brother,  and  fpr  two  Days  were  delirious  at 
Tinjes ;  but  from  the  Time  of  the  Eruption, 
which  was  on  the  tenth,  all  thro*  the  Diftem- 
per  were  very  calm  and  well. 

The  Number  of  Puftules  in  the  Face,  did 
not  exceed  6o  in  either  of  them,  neither  had 
they  niany  in  their  Bodies.  They  turned  the 
feventh  Day  in  all,  and  without  the  lead  bad 
Symptom  of  any  Kind, 

The  Diforder  proving  fo  exceedingly  fa¬ 
vourable,  I  had  not  any  Occafion  to  confine 
them  to  their  Beds,  after  the  Eruption.  They 
eat,  drank,  and  flept  very  well  during  the 
whole  Diftemper,  and  had  fcarce  any  Occa¬ 
fion  for  a  compofing  Draught. - The  tenth 

Day  from  the  Eruption,  they  were  all  fo  well 
as  to  be  purged  ;  and  are  now,  I  bkfs  God, 
as  well  as  I  could  wilh.

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Upon  the  whole,  I  am  convinced,  the  Me^ 

.  thod  of  Inoculation  is  a  very  and  uj'^l 
FraBice ;  and  as  fuch,  I  cannot  help  wilhing 
it  may  meet  with  a  more  general  Approba^ 
tion,  efpecially  as  the  Small-Pox  hath  been 
fo  fatal  of  late  in  this  County.  ■ "  If  you 
think  the  Example  I  have  fet,  will  incline 
others  to  imitate  it,  you  may  make  this  Ac¬ 
count  as  public  as  you  think  proper.

Tho*  Inoculation  has  been  introduced  into 
Exeter,  and  the  County  of  Devon,  more  than 
twenty  three  Years,  as  appears  by  the  above 
Letters,  it  is  ftill  very  fparingly  praftifed ; 
and  the  Prejudices  againft  it  being  not  yet 
woim  .  off,  I  am  induced  to  publifh  this  fhort 
Treatife. 

The  Inoculated  Small-Pox,  feems  to  be  at¬ 
tended  with  lefs  Danger,  than  the  Natural, 
becaufe  the  Infedtion  is,  or  always  may  be 
communicated  by  mild  Pus,  thro'  flight  fu- 
perficial  Incifions,  to  found  healthful  Bodies, 
properly  difpofed  for  its  Reception,  in  the  beft 

Sea- 
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Seafoa  of  the  Year,  and  at  a  Time  of  Life 
that  is  apprehenfive  of  no  Danger;  and  be- 
caufe  a  proper  Regimen  is  obferved  during 
feveral  Days  previoufly  to  the  Diforder : 
Whereas  the  Natural  may  feize  weak  or  dif- 
tempered  Perfons,  at  an  advanced  Age,  and 
in  a  Seafon  of  the  Year,  either  violently  Hot, 
or  intenfely  Cold;  be  communicated  from, 
the  mofi;  virulent  Sort,  by  extremely  acrid 
fetid  Effluvia,  taken  into  the  Lungs,  and 
Stomach,^  or  foon  after  Intemperance,  or 
cefs  of  any  Kind,  hard  Labour,  or  fatiguing 
Journies. — Is  it,  then,  a  trivial  Concern,  that 
all  the  above  Advantages  may  be  obtained, 
and  the  unhappy  Circumftances  effectually 
prevented,  by  Inoculation  ? 

Whenever  the  Perfon  to  be  inoculated,  is 
of  a  full  fanguine  Habit,  I  always  order  Blood 
to  be  drawn,  and  generally  give  three  or 
four  Dofes  of  Purging  Phyfic,  with  a  few 
Grains  of  Calomel,  at  proper  Intervals,  and 
an  Alterative  Medicine,  with  forne  Prepara¬ 
tion 


*  From  this  Caufe  proceed  the  fore  Throats, 
Difficulty  of  Breathing,  and  violent  Vomittings, 
fo  frequent,  and  fo  fatal,  in  the  natural  Small- 
Pox, 
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tion  of  Antimony,  every  Night,  on  the  Days 
that  no  Purging  Phyfic  is  taken.  This  has 
been  my  general  Pradtice,  and,  as  fuch,  I 
venture  to  publifli’  it ;  tho’  I  am  fenlible  it 
may  be  liable  to  many  Objedtions. 

Dr.  ^a//,  o{  Worcejler^  has  favoured  me 
with  the  following  Stridlures  on  it,  in  a  Let¬ 
ter,  dated  Dec.  17,  1764 — As  to  theUfeof 
Mercury,  and  Antimony,  in  the  Preparation 
of  Perfons  to  be  inoculated,  I  confefs  I  have 
Ibme  little  Doubts.  I  agree,  that  they  may 
be  extremely  ufeful  as  Evacuants,  to  carry  off 
ftagnant  Bile,  or  unload  the  Vifcera  of  any 
putrid  Saburra,  which  they  effedt  better  than 
any  other  Articles  in  the  Materia  Medica. 
But  I  Ihould  hefitate  a  little  as  to  their  Ufe, 
if  given  only  as  Alteratives,  efpecially  with  re¬ 
gard  to  Mercurials,  which  are  known  to 
break  down  the  Red  Globules,  and  diflblve 
the  Craiis  of  the  Blood. —  Indeed  to  fpeak 
plainly,  I  don’t  think  there  is  one  Cafe  in  ten 
that  requires  any  further  Preparation,  than 
fome  gentle  Evacuations,  and  a  little  Circum- 
fpedlion  in  regard  to  Diet  and  Regimen ;  and 
in  thofe  Perfons,  where  a  nicer  Preparation  is 
requlfitc,  it  feems  impoffible  to  fix  any  one

Method#  V;rhich  fliall  fuit  all  the  different 
Conftitutions.*' 

To  thefe  Obfervations  of  my  worthy  Friend, 
I  will  reply  in  the  Words  of  Dr.  Huxbanii, 
who  gave  the  following  Anfwer  to  feme  Que¬ 
ries  I  fent  him,  concerning  the  Ufe  of  Mer¬ 
curials,  and  Antimonials,  as  Preparatives  for 
Inoculation. 

Plymouth y  Jan.  23,  1765* 

**  So  long  ago  as  1724,  I  fuggefted,  *  that 
Mercurials,  as  well  prepared  Calomel,  or 
the  like,  might  be  of  Ufe  in  the  Small-Pox^ 
I  feldom  fail  of  giving  a  Mercurial  Purge,  -f 
or  two,  (but  with  no  heating  Draftic  Cathar¬ 
tic)  prcvioufly  to  the  Inoculation  of  a  Perfon 
for  the  Small-Pox.  Sometimes  alfo  I  give 
my  Antimoniated  ^thiops,  efpecially  when  I 
fufpedt  a  Verminous  Seminium,  foul  obftruft- 
cd  Vifcera,  or  Glands.— The  Ufe  of  Mercuri¬ 
als,  and  Antimonials,  will  more  fully  appear, 
as  preparatory  to  the  Inoculation  of  the  Small- 
Pox,  by  what  the  ingenious  Dr.  Benjamin  Gale, 

B  of

•f  Sir  Edward  JViltnofs  Pra6tice  correfponds,  in 
this  Refpedt,  with  Dr.  Hmham'%,  efpecially  in  re¬ 
gard  to  Children, 
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of  ConneBicUti  in  New-England,  hath  com¬ 
municated  to  toe*  in  his  DilTcrtation  on  the 
Inoculation  of  the  Small-Pox  in  America',  in 
which  he  fays,  before  the  life  of  Mercury,  and 
Antimony,  in  preparing  Perfonsfor  Inoculation, 
one  of  \oo  of  the  Inoculated  died,  but  f nee  only 
one  of  800.” 

But  notwithftanding  Df.  Huxbam  has  fur- 
nilhed  me  with  fo  good  an  Argument  in  fup- 
port  of  my  Method  of  Preparation,  I  inuft  not 
conceal  that  he  fays  befideS,  «  When  he  has 
healthy  young  Perfohs  to  Inoculate,  he  feldoto 
gives  more  than  a  few  gentle  cooling  Purga¬ 
tives,  enjoining  them  to  a  light  ealy  Diet, 
Abftinence  from  Flefli,  or  Filh,  for  a  few 
Days,  and  carefully  guarding  them  againft 
violent  Exercife,  and  taking  Cold.” 

Thus  does  he  feem  to  agree  with  Dr.  Wall-, 
and  the  little  Neceffity  there  is  for  Preparation, 
is  confirmed  by  the  Account  I  received  lately 
from  Dr.  Swan,  of  Newcajlle,  who  informs 
me,  that  in  his  Neighbourhood  70  or  80  Per- 
Jons  were  Inoculated  without  the  leeft  Prepara¬ 
tion,  and  all  recovered  of  the  Small-Pox. 

But  with  great  Deference  to  the  Opinion 
of  ib  good  Judges,  as  it  is  impoffible  always 
to  be  certain,  whether  there  may  not  be  a 

Per- 
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Verminous  Seminium,  as  Dr.  Huxham  calls  it,  I 
think  it  not  improper  to  give  a  Mercurial 
Purge  or  two,  even  to  young  Perfons,  who  m 
all  Appearance  are  quite  healthy.  I  have  at 
this  Time  {Feb.  ib,  1765)  under  my  Care 
a  young  Man,  who  told  me,  when  I  be¬ 
gan  the  Preparation,  he  had  no  Complaint  of 
any  Kind,  neither  could  I  difeover  the  lead 
Symptom  of  any,  yet  by  taking  twq  Mercu¬ 
rial  Purges,  he  difeharged  feveral  Worms. 
And,  it  being  very  neceffary  to  take  particu¬ 
lar  Care,  that  Children  be  free  from  Worms, 
at  the  Time  of  Inoculation,  befides  the  Me¬ 
dicines  recommended  above,  I  fometimes  give 
them  Pink  Root,  or  Pear’s  Foot.  *  This  laft 
is  certainly  pne  of  the  bed  known  Vermifuge 
Remedies,  tho’  on  account  of  the  bad  EffecSs

*  Our  great  Botanift,  Dr.  Hilly  fays,  he  is  very 
confident  that  all  the  Mifchicf,  which  may  have 
been  aferibed  to  this  Plant,  has  been  in  Confequence 
folely  of  giving  one  Species  of  it  for  another;  Ohc 
being  abfolutcly  Safe,  and  Mild,  in  it’s  EfFeds ; 
the  other  a  Rough  and  Violent  Medicine,  and  fre¬ 
quently  deleterious.  The  true  Sort,  is  the  third 
Article,  under  HelleboruSy  in  Linnaeus's  Species  Plan- 
tarunty  a  low  Plant.  The  deleterious  Plant,  is  the 
fourth  Article,  and  is  tw^ior  three  Feet  high.

During  thfe  Prejiaration,  I  allbW  liiy  Pa* 
tients  tb  eat  Flcih  only  at  Dinner,  other 

Day,  and  then  nothing  but  Veal,  Chicken, 
and  the  like,  and  the  intermediate  Days, 
Puddings,  Fruit  Pies,  Rice  Milk,  &e.  and 
for  Breakfaft  and  Supper,  whatever  they 
choofe,  provided  they  eat  no  Fleih.  A  Glals 
or  two  of  Wine,  or  Wine  and  Water,  grown 
Perfons  may  be  allowed  at  Dinner.  * 
The  above  is  all  the  Preparation  that  I  have 
generally  found  nepeffary,  but  it  may  not  be 
amifs  to  mention,  that  Dr,  JatHes  lays,  hi? 
Powder,  given  in  fmall  Dofes,  as  an  Altera-r 
tive,  is  an  excellent  Preparative  for  Inocula. 
tion.  ■ — As  being  a  Preparation  of  4otimo- 
ny,  I  cannot  difapprove  o'*  it,  and  I  iniaginp 
it  may  bp  of  Service  in  a  vifcid  State  of  Blood. 

The  Preparation  being  finiihed,  the  Opera¬ 
tor  mud:  make  an  Inciiipir  in  each  ^rra,  with 
a  Lancet,  jud  deep  enough  to  wound,  but 
pot  to  penetrate  the  Skin,  ttbout  half  an  Inch 
long,  into  which  is  put  a  fmaU  Thread,  im¬ 
pregnated  with  variolous  Matter,  and  bound 
on  pretty  tight,  during  fifteen  or  eighteen 
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The  Thlt6d>  by  bcihg  drawn  with  a  Nee* 
die  through  three  or  four  of  the  Puftulcs, 
iVhen  fully  maturated,  will  be  fufBciently  im¬ 
pregnated.  The  Incifions  are  to  be  dreft 
every  Day  with  Yellow  fiafilicon,  or  (if  there 
ftould  be  any  fungous  Flcfli)  with  dry  Lint, 
After  the  Operation,  the  fame  Regularity 
with  regard  to  Diet,  as  is  already  mentioned, 
mull  be  continued  till  the  lixth  Day,  and 
then  I  repeat  the  fame  Dofe  of  Purging  Phylic, 
recommended  for  the  Preparation,  but  with¬ 
out  the  Calomel. 

After  the  lixth  Day,  I  forbid  all  Flelh,  and 
Wine,  till  the  Eruption  is  completed,  and 
do  not  permit  my  Patients  to  go  off  the  Floor, 
where  they  are,  left  by  any  Exercife  they  may 
heat  their  Blood,  and  thereby  increafe  the 
Fever,  which  ufually  begins  about  the  End  of 
the  feventh,  or  Beginning  of  the  eighth  Day, 
after  the  Operation,  and  fometimes  with  as 
much  Violence,  as  in  the  natural  Small-Pox. 
From  that  Time,  I  confine  my  Patients  to 
fheir  Beds,  till  the  Eruption. 

When  the  Fever  comes  on,  my  Method 
varies,  as  the  Cafe  may  require,  it  being  fome¬ 
times  necelfary  to  bleed,  purge,  give  Emetics, 

Clyf- 
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Clyfters,  &c.  but  if  the  Symptoms  arc  mild, 
few  Medicines  will  be  required. 

As  foon  as  the  Puftules  appear,  (the  Tiine 
for  which  is  ulually  at  the  Exid  of  th«e  ninth, 
or  Beginning  of  the  tenth  Day  from  the  Ope¬ 
ration)  my  Patients  are  frequently  ^  free  from 
all  Complaints,  as  in  the  moft  perfedkljealth; 
and  after  the  eleventh  Day,  I  permit  them, 
whether  they  are  grown  Perfons,  or  Chil¬ 
dren,  to  rife  every  Day,  and  ftay  out  of  Bed 
feveral  Hours;  to  eat  flight  Chicken,  or  Veal 
Broth,  every  Day  for  Dinner ;  and  grown 
Perfons,  if  they  earneftly  delire  it,  may  be 
allowed  to  eat  a  Bit  of  Chicken^  Plaice,  or 
Whiting;  and  to  drink  a  Glafc  or  two  of 
Wine  and  Water;  and,  from  that  Time,  I 
give  but  few  Medicines,  if  the  Diforder 
proves  favourable. 

The  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation,  generally 
turn  on  the  feventeenth  Day  after  the  Opera¬ 
tion,  and  then  the  Wounds,  inade  by  the  In- 
cifions,  begin  to  difeharge  plentifully ;  to 
which  Difeharge,  many,  how  julUy  I  cannot 
fay,  attribute  the  Favourablenefs  oftheSynap- 
toms  on  the  Turn.  About  jhe  twentieth, 
or  twenty-firft  Day,  I  repeat  the  Purge,  and 
then  permit  my  Patients  to  return  to  their 

ufu^ 
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ufual  Way  of  Living;  ftridly  enjoining  them 
to  take  four  or  five  Dofes  of  purging  Phyfic,  at 
proper  Intervals. 

Some  grown  Perfons,  being  not  capable  of 
getting  the  better  of  their  Fears,  in  cafe  they 
are  reftlefs,  I  give  them  at  Night  twelve  or 
fifteen  Drops  of  Liquid  Laudanum,  in  a  Saline 
Draught ;  and  to  Children  a  Drachm,  or  two 
of  White  Poppy  Syrup.  If  my  Patients  ftiould 
be  three  Days  without  a  Stool,  (which  feldom 
happens)  whether  they  are  grown  Perfons,  or 
Children,  I  order  for  them  an  Emollient 
Clyfter. 

During  the  Courfe  of  Twenty-three  Years, 
I  have  inoculated  more  than  three  hundred 
Perfons,  in  the  above  Method,  not  one  of 
whom  has  mifearried ;  and  in  my  whole  Prac¬ 
tice  I  have  only  loft  one,  whofc  Cafe  being 
frequently  mentioned  to  the  Prejudice  of  In¬ 
oculation,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  give 
fome  Account  of  it  here. 

This  Perfon  was  a  promifing  Youth,  of 
nine  Years  of  Age.  He  had  been  prepared  at 
liis  Father’s  Houfe,  about  thirty  Miles  dif- 
tant,  in  the  ufual  Manner  (except  the  Omif- 
lion  of  Calomel) ;  and  being  brought  to  Exeter, 
the*  Operation  was  performed  September  27th, 

1751; 
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1751  i  which  Time  till  3d*  1^  re¬ 
mained  very  well.  In  the  Evening  of  that 
Day,  the  Symptoms,  which  ofoally  precede 
the  Eruption  of  the  Small-Pox^  came  on  with 
fome  Degree  of  Violence*  and  continued* 
without  any  Remiflion,  till  the  7th  in  the 
Morning,  when  he  brought  off  two  large 
Worms ;  after  which  a  Gleam  of  Rope  ap¬ 
peared,  but  this  was  of  a  very  (hort  Duration* 
for  the  moft  alarming  Symptoms  foon  return¬ 
ing  with  greater  Violence,  in  the  Evening 
of  the  fame  Day,  he  died.  The  perpetual 
Vomiting  he  was  afflifted  with  (from  Worms, 
as  I  fuppofe,  in  his  Stomach)  made  it  impof- 
fible  to  give  him  the  leaff  Reliefs  and  to  the]|i 
I  attribute  his  Death,  for  the  few  Eruptions 
that  appeared,  feemed  to  promife  a  favourable 
Sort  of  Small-Pox. 

Fourteen  or  fifteen  Years  ago*  it  was  not  a 
conftant  Rule  with  me  to  give  any  Mercurial 
Medicine,  during  the  Preparation  5  but  fince 
this  unfortunate  Event,  I  have  feldom,  if 
ever,  omitted  it,  except  in  very  young  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  uninterrupted  Succefs  recommends 
the  Pradtice. 

I  cannot  avoid  mentioning*  that  as  this 
Young  Gentlenaan  refided  at  fo  great  a  Dis¬ 
tance 
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tancc  from  Exeter,  I  was  not  defired  to  fee 
him  during  the  Preparation  j  but  lince  the 
above  Accident,  I  have  made  it  an  ^invaria¬ 
ble  Rule,  never  to  undertake  the  Inoculation 
of  any  Perfon  I  don’t  vifit,  and  am  thorough¬ 
ly  fatisfied  is  properly  prepared.  If  a  Vifit  had 
been  defired,  I  fhould  perhaps  have  ordered 
Bear’s  Foot,  Calomel,  or  fome  other  Vermi¬ 
fuge,  which  might  have  prevented  the  Train 
of  bad  Symptoms  that  proved  fatal  to  him. 

I  find,  among  my  Notes,  that  the  next 
Perfons  I  inoculated,  were  four  Children,  of 
a  reputable  Tradcfman  of  this  City  ^  and  as 
their  Cafe  was  very  remarkable,  I  will  give  a 
fhort  Account  of  it. 

OBober  2,  1751,  Mrs.  5 -  applied  to 

me  to  inoculate  four  of  her  Children.  As 
they  all  appeared  to  have  Worms,  from  their 
fwelled  Bellies,  pale  Countenances,  Lofs  of 
Appetite,  and  fetid  Breath,  I  gave  them,  at 
different  Times,i  feveral  Dofes  both  of  Calo¬ 
mel,  and  Bear’s  Foot ;  by  which,  during  the 
Courfe  of  their  Preparation,  they  difeharged 
one  hundred  and  thirty  round  Worms,  Thefe 
Children  were  inoculated  the  2 1  ft  of  the  fame 
Month,  and  had  the  Small-pox  fb  favourably, 

C  that 
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that  the  Number  of  Puftules  in  all,  fcarcc 
exceeded  one  hundred. 

Let  any  one  reflect,  what  might  have  been 
the  Confequence,  if  the  Small-Pox  had  feiz- 
ed  them  before  the  Worms  had  been  dis¬ 
charged,  and  how  hazardous  it  is  to  inoculate 
Children,  without  giving  them  Calomel, 
Bear’s  Foot,  or  fome  other  powerful  Vermi¬ 
fuge  Medicine ! 

Among  all  that  I  have  inoculated,  not 
more  than  ten  have  had  any  confiderable 
Number  of  Pullules,  only  three  have  had 
the  confluent  Sort,  and  even  thefe  three  had 
Scarce  any  Secondary  Fever. 

Perfons  who  have  the  Natural  Small-Pox 
in  a  Severe  Manner,  are  generally  afflifted 
with  a  Sore  Throat,  and  a  Difliculty  of 
Breathing,  which,  thofe  who  are  inoculated, 
are  generally  either  quite  free  from,  or  So 
flightly  aflfedled  with,  as  to  find  little  or  no 
Inconvenience  from  them,  and  by  this  Means 
they  are  Secured  ftom  the  two  moll  fatal 
Symptoms  attending  this  Diforder. 

I  moll  earnellly  advife  all  Perfons  to  avoid 
the  Natural  Small-Pox  as  much  as  poffible, 
which  I  thiftk  full  as  infedlieus  as  the  Plague, 
and  the  worll  Sort  of  it  much  more  grievous 

to 
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to  be  born,  and  produftive  of  worfc  EfFeds, 
to  fuch  as  furvive  the  Diftemper.  I  have 
fuch  an  Abhorrence  of  it,  that  I  fhould  live 
in  perpetual  Mifery,  if  I  thought  there  was 
the  leaft  Probability  of  being  infe(^ed  with  it 
a  fecond  Time. 

This  moft  dreadful,  and  moft  deftruftive  of 
all  Diftempers,  is  rendered  fo  mild  by  Ino¬ 
culation,  as  fcarce  to  deferve  the  Name  of  a 
Diftemper ;  tho’  I  hardly  think  the  French 
Ambaffador’s  Obfervation  will  be  verified, 
T^hat  People  will  take  the  SmallrPox  as  they 
drink  the  Waters^  for  Dive  f  on ;  and  yet  I  re¬ 
member  fome  Years  fince,  I  inoculated"  four 
young  Men  in  one  Houfe,  who  play’d  at 
Cards  every  Day  during  the  Diforder,  except 
while  the  Eruptive  Fever  lafted. 

The  Lady  who  introduced  Inoculation 
into  England i  fays,  I’ here  is  no  Example  of 

any  one  that  has  died  in  it:'  And  I  have  heard,- 
it  is  the  Opinion  of  feveral  Perfons  in  Eng'^ 
landf  that  no  one  dies  of  Inoculation.  Whe¬ 
ther  this  is  true,  or  not,  may  be  a  Matter  of  ' 
Doubt ;  but  I  am  firmly  perfuaded,  if  Ino¬ 
culation  fliould  be  univerfally  pradtifed,  all 
Apprehenfion  of  Danger  from  the  Small-Pox 
(if  not  the  Diforder  itfelf)  would  be  annihi- 

C  2  lated 
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lated  in  a  few  Years.*— ^  I  have  pra<ftifed  it 
on  Perfons  of  almoft  all  Ages,  from  that  of 
three  or  four  Months  to  fifty  or  fixty  Years, 
and  to  judge  by  the  Succefs,  it  may  be  diffi¬ 
cult  which  to  pr_efer  j  but  when  my  Opinion 
is  afked,  I  recommend  any  Time  between 
three  and  twelve  Years  of  Age,  and  particu¬ 
larly  advife  all  Females  to  be  inoculated 
within  that  Period.  With  regard  to  the  Sea- 
fon,  I  have  been  concerned  with  Inoculati¬ 
on  in  every  Month  of  the  Year,  but  I  prefer 
the  Spring  and  Autumn. 

Some  of  the  Advocates  for  Inoculation 
mention  it  as  an  Advantage  attending  the 
Pradlice,  that  it  has  the  Choice  of  Subj0s,  as 
if  none  were  to  undergo  the  Operation,  but 
thofe  who  are  healthy,  ftrong,  and  of  a 
found  Habit.  Thefe  Advocates  derogate 
from  the  Efteem  that  ought  to  be  paid  to  it. 

I  have  inoculated  feveral  of  an  highly  fcor- 
butic,  and  even  of  a  fcrofulous.  Habit,  who 

f 

have  had  the  Small-Pox  as  favourably  as  any 
I  have  been  concerned  with ;  but  then  I  con- 
fefs  they  have  been  longer  in  a  Gourfe  of  Pre¬ 
paration  :  And  fo  far  am  I  from  choofing  my 
Subjedls,  that  I  cannot  recoiled:  ever  to  have 
refufed  more  than  one  or  two  Perfons  that 

defired 


defired  to  be  inoculated,  for  I  think  it  is  the 
Duty  of  every  Phylician  to  inoculate  all  that 
offer,  if  they  are  iij  Health,  except  Women 
with  Child. 

Sucking  Children*,  who  are  born  of  healthy 
Parents,  feem  at  firft  View  the  moft  proper 
Subjects,  as  fuch  are  free  from  impure  Juices ; 
but  I  always  decline  the  Inoculation  of  them, 
becaufc  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  give  them 
any  Affiftance  by  Medicine,  in  cafe  they 
fliould  ftand  in  Need  of  it,  and  the  Anxiety 
of  the  Nurfe  frequently  fpoils  her  Milk,  by 
v/hich  Means  a  Diforder,  perhaps  as  dange¬ 
rous  as  the  natural  Small-Pox  itfelf,  may  be 

produced; 

*  Dr.  Mackenzie  fays,  the  mod  favourable  Pe¬ 
riod  for  Inoculation,  feems  to  be  that  which  pre¬ 
cedes  the  Breedifig  of  Teeth  in  Children. - Dr* 

Gatti  fays  —  UAge  le  plus  propre  pour  V Inocula¬ 
tion  ejl  k  plus  tendre :  But  I  have  lately  been  in¬ 
formed  by  Dr.  Youngs  of  Edinburgh^  that  tho’  he 
had  inoculated  a  great  many  Infants  of  eight  and 
ten  Days  old,  he  could  never  bring  out  an  Erup¬ 
tion  like  the  Small-Pox  *,  and  therefore,  he  fays, 
the  moft  proper  Age  for  inoculating  Children,  is 
from  two  to  five  Months ;  but  he  allows,  it  was 
long  reckoned,  that  Children  of  three  Years  old 
were  of  the  moft  proper  Age  for  Innoculation.” 
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produced,  of  which  I  have  fecn  fomc  In- 
ftances  in  my  own  Pradlice,  and  have  been 
forced  ( in  order  to  preferve  the  Life  of  my 
Patientrto  procure  a  new  Nurfe  in  the  Midft 
of  the  Diforder. 

Another  Argument  againft  inoculating 
young  Children  is,  that  more  than  One-third 
Part  of  all  who  are  born,  are  fuppofed  to  die 
before  they  are  two  Years  of  Age  (at  leaft  fuch 
is  the  Calculation  within  the  Bills  of  Morta¬ 
lity  )  and  confequently  the  Rilk  of  having 
fome  other  Diforder  with  the  Small-Pox,  is 
greater  at  that  Time  of  Life  than  at  any  other, 
which,  perhaps,  may  be  the  Reafon  why  In¬ 
oculation  has  been  found  fo  unfuccefsful  in 
young  Children;  for  it  appears,  by  Dr.  Kirk¬ 
patrick's  Analyfis,  P.  125,  That  of  thofe  who 
have  been  inoculated  under  two  Y ears  of  Age, 
more  than  one  in  ten  have  died  :  And  Mr. 
Scheuzer  fays,  that  in  the  Year  1728,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  Perfons  were  inocu¬ 
lated,  of  whom  three  died,  which  is  one  of 
the  moft  unfavourable  Accounts  that  have 
been  publiflied.  But  then  he  adds,  of  thefe 
three,  one  was  only  eight  Months  old,  ano¬ 
ther  eleven  Months,  and  the  third  a  Year  and 
half :  And  by  Accounts  received  lately  from 

North- 
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Norths Amerka^  by  Dr.  Huxham^  and  by  him 
tranfmitted  to  me,  I  am  informed,  that  on¬ 
ly  five  have  died  of  three  thoufand  who  were 
inoculated  :  And  the  fame  Accounts  fay,  that 
thefc  five  were  all  young  Children. 

Reflediing  on  the  above  Particulars,  I  re¬ 
commend  it  to  all  Parenis  to  keep  their 
Children  from  Infection  (if  poflible)  till  they 
are  three  Years  of  Age.  All  my  own,  in 
Number  five,  were  inoculated  between  the 
Age  of  three  Years  and  feven,  and  had  not 
fifty  Puftules  in  their  Faces  among  them  alh 
My  Wife  indeed,  was  not  inoculated  till  fhe 
was  thirty-five ;  but  tho"  fo  far  advanced  in 
Years,  and  tho*  the  Eruption  was  large,  yet 
flie  went  through  the  Diforder  without  the 
leafl:  bad  Symptom.  Having  therefore  expe¬ 
rienced  fuch  Jignal  Advantages  from  Inocula¬ 
tion,  in  my  own  Family,  I  cannot  any  longer 
deny  myfelf  the  Satlsfa6tion  of  thus  public¬ 
ly  recommending  it  to  others  (tho’  at  the 
Riik  of  deftroying  fach  a  confiderable  Branch 
of  my  Revenue,  as  Lady  M,  W,  Montague  calls 
it )  and  efpecially,  as  I  have  never  known, 
during  the  thirty  Years  of  my  Pradice,  the 
Natural  Small-Pox  fo  general,  or  fo  fatal, 
as  during  the  laft  fix  Months. 


Having, 
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Ha*^ing,  I  hope,  fully  proved  the  fignal 
Advantages  attending  Inoculation,  I  will  next 
endeavour  to  confute  the  moft  popular  Ob¬ 
jections  againff  it. 

The  chief  Argument  urged  by  foolijhly  fond 
or  fuperftitious  Parents;  againft  this  Practice, 
is,  that  it  brings  a  Diftemper  upon  their 
Children,  which  they  might  never  have,  and 
that  if  any  one  of  them  fhould  die,  they 
ihould  never  forgive  themfelves,  on  Account 
of  their  having  (as  they  term  it)  prefumptu- 
oufly  tempted  Providence. 

In  order  to  confute  this  Objection,  I  beg 
proper  Attention  may  be  paid  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  Remarks— —  The  prefent  Bifliop  of  Nor^ 
wkbi  in  his  Sermon  on  Inoculation,  fays,  “To 
venture  upon  an  Action,  certainly  known  to 
be  difpleafing  to  God,  as  having  been  directly 
forbidden  by  Him,  is,  in  Scripture  Language, 
tempting  God.  But  before  fuch  an  A6tion 
as  this  is  condemned,  as  a  Temptation  of 
God,  you  muft  prove  it  to  be  actual  Difobe- 
dience,  or  certainly  fo  by  direct  Inference ; 
which  neither  has  been  done  yet,  nor  I  be¬ 
lieve  ever  will  be  done.  Nor  can  Inoculation 
be  called  not  depending  upon  Providence,  any 
more  than  every  other  prudential  Act,  elpeci- 

ally

ally  every  other  preventive  Ad,  which  human 
Wifdom,  and  Forefight,  may  and  daily  does 
fugged:/* 

The  prefent  Bifliop  of  Gloucejier^  in  his 
Sermon  on  the  fame  Subjed,  has  the  follow¬ 
ing  Obfervation— —  By  what  ftrange  Fate 
it  is,  I  know  not,  fays  his  Lordfiiip,  but  fo 
it  has  happened,  that,  at  a  Time  w^hen  Re¬ 
ligion  has  lofl:  almofi:  all  its  Influence  on  the 
Minds  of  the  People,  Superilition  flill  keeps 
its  hold  and  this  mod;  beneficial  Pradice  of 
Inoculation  is  regarded  with  Abhorrence  by 
them,  as  a  kind  of  Impiety,  a  tempting  God, 
and  mlilrufting  his  general  Providence.  Now 
the  befl  Confutation  of  fuch  monflrous  Ab- 
furdities,  is  the  Succefs  of  the  Pradice.’* 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Some  fays,  “  *Tis  obvious 
that  we  are  to  depend  upon  the  Care  of  Pro¬ 
vidence,  only  in  the  Way  of  our  Duty.  To 
talk  confidently  of  our  trufling  God,  while 
we  omit  the  proper  Means  of  efcaping  the 
Dangers  which  furround  us,  is  not  Faith,  but 
unwarrantable  Prefumption.** 

Thus  far  thefe  learned  Divines - In  a 

Word,  Providence  has  given  us  Reafon  to  dif- 
cover  what  is  mofl  for  our  Advantage,  and 
has  furniflicd  us  with  a  Power  to  execute  it  : 

D  To 
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To  negledl,  therefore,  the  Ufe  of  them  far 
that  Purpofe,  is  not  to  truft  in  Providence, 
but  to  be  prefumptuous,  and  ungrateful. 

I  Will  next  conlider  the  great  Rilk  of  hav¬ 
ing  the  Small-Pox  in  the  Natural  Way,  as  I 
am  fenfible  the  pleating  Imagination  of  being 
able  to  avoid  it,  induces  feveral  to  neglefl:  this 
moft  beneficial  Pradice.  But  if  fuch  Perfons 
would  refled,  that  there  is  fcarce  one  in  a 
thoufand  that  efcapes  this  Diftemper,  (among 
thofe,  I  mean,  that  frequent  public  Places, 
and  converfe  familiarly  with  Mankind)  and 
that  at  leaft  one  in  five  dies,  of  thofe  who 
have  it  after  they  are  arrived  at  Years  of  Ma¬ 
turity,  I  believe  they  would  change  their 
Way  of  Thinking.  , 

If  my  Readers  will  attend  to  the  Obferva- 
tions  here  fubjoined,  and  which  are  taken 
from  the  mofl:  celebrated  Praditioners  inEng- 
land)  France^  Italy,  Holland,  and  Germany, 
they  will  be  convinced,  that  my  Account  of 
the  Danger  of  Infedion,  is  no  way  exagge¬ 
rated. 

River kis  *  fays,  You  can  fcarce  find  one 

of  a  Thoufand,  who  once  in  his  Life  is 

not

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not  afflided  with  this  Diftemper.”  Sennertus 
fays,.  "  This  Diforder  is  fo  common,  it  is 
difficult  to  find  any  one  that  has  not,  at  fome 

Time  or  other,  been  infcded  with  it.” _ 

Sydenham  lays,.“  It  feizes  whole  Families, 
without  fparing  a  fingle  P (it [on. ’’—Hoffman 
fays,  “  No  Difiemper,  except  perhaps  the 

Plague,  is  fo  contagious.” - Monf.  Gatti 

fays,  “  It  is  allowed,  that  aimed;  all  Perfons 
have  the  Small-Pox  once  in  their  Life.”— — 

Dr.  Mead  reckons  fcarce  one  i.n  a  thoufand 
efcapes  it. 

1  ho  the  above  learned  Phyficians  repre-  * 
.  fent  the  Danger  of  Infedlion  to  be  fo  great, 
it  is  not  to  be  prefiimed,  they  believe  that  not 
more  than  one  in  a  thoufand  dies,  without 
having  had  the  Small-Pox ;  their  Meaning  is, 
that  very  few  go  through  Life  without  ha¬ 
ving  this  Diforder  ;  for,  according  to  the

Diftemper,  it  carries  off  one-fourteenth  Part 
of  Mankind,  which  is  much  more  than  can 
be  faid  of  any  other  Difternp.er ;  and  as  Ino¬ 
culation  frees  us  from  this  dreadful  Calamity, 
it  may  juftly  be  reckoned  the  greateft  Blefling, 
that  ever  was  difcovered. 

If  the  Small-Pox  is  really  fo  contagious  as 
the  above  Pradlitioners  reprefent  it,  how  ab- 
furd  are  thofe  who  exped:  to  avoid  it  ?  And 
how  can  Parents  reconcile  it  to  their  Con- 
fciences,  to  let  their  Children  run  fo  great  a 
Rilk  of  dying  of  the  Small-Pox  in  the  Natu¬ 
ral  Way,  fince  Providence  has  made  known 
an  almoft  infallible  Method  of  fecuring  them 
from  all  Danger  in  that  Diftemper,  and  there¬ 
by  avoiding'  what  may  be  reckoned  one  of  the 
chief  Scourges  of  Human  Nature  ? 

I  repeat  it,  that  Inoculation  is  almoft  infalli¬ 
ble,  and  if  its  Succefs  was  more  certain  than  it 
» 

really  is.  Mankind  might  be  inclined  to  truft 
entirely  to  their  own  Skill,  and  lofe  all  Depen¬ 
dence  on  the  Deity*  Some  Authors,  how- 

ever,  reprefent  it  as  quite  infallible.- - Dr. 

^imonty  who  pradifed  at  Conjianiinopley  fays, 

in 
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in  one  of  his  Treatifes  on  this  Subjedt,  that 

not  one  Perfon  of  thofe  who  were  inocula¬ 
ted,  died/*  And  in  another,  that  ‘V during  a 
Courfe  of  feven  Years,  and  even  when  the 
moft  malignant  Fevers  raged,  he  had  feen  it 
pradlifed  on  Perfons  of  every  Age,  Sex,  and 
Condition,  without  the  leaft  bad  Accident  of 
any  Kind/* 

Pylarini^  who  pradtifed  alfo  at  Conjiantino- 
pky  makes  the  fame  Obfervation,  and  in  the 
fame  Words,  adding,  that  every  one  may 
be  affured,  when  Inoculation  is  condudted  In 
a  proper  Manner,  and  after  the  neceflfary  Pre¬ 
paration,  it  promifes  Safety  that  is  morally 
(ertainr 

But  Vi^hy  fliould  we  have  Recourfe  to  Fo¬ 
reigners  for  the  Recommendation  of  a  Prac¬ 
tice,  which  has  been  fo  fuccefsful  in  our  own 
Country?  If  the  Superftitious-and  Timorous 
would  give  themfelves  the  Trouble  carefully 
to  perufe  the  excellent  Sermons  publifhed  by 
feveral  very  eminent  Prelates  of  the  Church 
of  England^  on  Purpofe  to  recommend  Inocu¬ 
lation,  I  am  convinced,  no  Scruple  of  Con- 
fcience,  nor  Apprehenfion  of  Danger,  would 
any  longer  deter  them  from  purfuing  a  Prac¬ 
tice  which  promifes  fuch  certain  Benefit. 


By 
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By  pcrufing  thefe  Sermons,  they  will  find 
every  Religiotis  Doubt  refolved  that  can  be 
^  fuggefted  againft  Inoculation,  and  they  will 
be  convinced,  that  of  thofe  who  are  inocula- 
ted,^  only  one  in  343,  and  of  thofe  who  are 
admitted  into  the  Hofpital  with  the  Natural 
Small-Pox,  more  than  one  in  four  dies.  If 
fuch  is  the  Fate  of  thefe  miferable  Objedls, 
when  fupplied  with  Food,  Pbyfic,  and  every 
Convenience  fuited  to  their  unhappy  Circum- 
ftances,  guefs  the  Condition  of  thofe  (and 
many  -fuch  there  are)  who  are  deftitute  of  al- 
mqfi:  all  the  Neceffaries' of  Life:  At  this 
Time  of  their  greatefl  Diftrefs,  every  Ear  is 
deaf  to  their  Solicitations,  every  Door  is  fhut 

againft  their  Petition^* - This  being  a  true 

Reprefen tation  of  feme  of  the  DiftrefTed, 
perhaps,  in  every  Parifti  in  the  Kingdom, 
I  think  it  incumbent  on  the  Overfeers  of  the 
Poor,  to  take  Care,  that  all  who  receive  their 
Pay  may  be  inoculated  at  proper  Seafons. 

A  Thought  juft  now  occurs  to  me,  which 
feems  not  unworthy  of  the  Attention  of  the 
’  Government— The  Indians  in  North- Ame-^ 
rtca  are  greatly  exafperated  againft  the  Eng- 
lijh.  The  Small-Pox  (as  we  are  informed  by 
the  public  Papers)  now  rages  fo  violently 

there. 


I 
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there,  that  fcarce  one  recovers  who  is  felzed 
with  that  Diftemper.  If  the  Englijb  could 
contrive  to  introduce  Inoculation  among  them, 
^tiight  be  the  JVIeans  not  only  of  preferving 
their  Lives,  but  that  of  their  yielding  a  vo¬ 
luntary  Subjedtion  j  and  this  is  the  more 
needful,  at  prefent,  if  it  be  true,  that  the 
French  have  made  them  believe,  the  Englijh' 
infeded  them  with  the  Small-Pox  on  pur- 
pofe  to  deftroy  them. 

Of  all  who  are  inoculated,  if  only  one  in 
343  dies,  *  it  may  not  be  unfair  to  fuppofc, 
that  the  Perfon  who  falls  a  Vidim,  might  be 
infeded  with  the  natural  Small-Pox,  or  fome 
other  mortal  Difeafe  during  the  Inoculation. 
Monf.  de  la  Condamine  fays,  that  of  xzo  Per 
Sons,  taken  at  a  Venture,  tt  is  probable  that  one 
will  die  within  40  Days.  It  therefore  follows, 
that  of  320  Perfons  inoculated  of  all  Ages, 
one  is  to  die  within  that  Term :  If  Monf.  dc 
la  Condamine’s  Calculation  is  juft,  it  behoves 
us  to  be  thoroughly  perfuaded  that  no  more  die 
Inoculation,  than  are  ablolutely  necellary  ' 
to  keep  up  a  proper  Reliance  on  Providence, 

and 

Sec  the  Bifliop  of  horwich'a  Sermon,  preach¬ 
ed  before  the  Governors  of  tiic  Inoculatini;  Hofpi- 
tal  laft  Year. 
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and  with  becoming  Faith  and  Confidence  to 
xnake  proper  ufe  of  a  Difeovery  which  Dr. 
Squire  (the  prefent  Bifliop  of  St.  David's)  fays 
is  the  Gift  of  God’s  Providence  to  Man¬ 
kind” - A  Difeovery  that  future  Ages  will 


envy  usy  and  will  be  aftonifh’d  at  the  Oppofi- 
tion  that  has  been  made  to  it.  Let  fuch  as 
negledt  to  make  ufe  of  fo  great  a  Bleffing, 
refle6t,  that  they  are  counterafting  the  Defigns 
of  that  Being,  who  permits  this  Practice  to 
be  attended  with  furprizing  good  Succefs. 

May  it,  therefore,  make  a  lafting  Impref-  * 
fion  on  my  Readers,  That  if  Inoculation 
fhould  be  univerfally  praftifed,  it  would  be 
the  Means  of  faving  the  Lives  of  many  thou- 
fands,  who  will  be  devoted  to  certain  Death 
every  Year,  in  England  only,  by  the  Means 
of  Ignorance  or  Prejudice ;  and  I  hope  the 
Time  is  at  hand,  when  Parents  will  think  i 
they  ought  never  to  forgive  themfelves,  if  5 
they  ihould  negledl  to  ‘make  a  right  Ufe  of  i 
fuch  a  providential  Difeovery.

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I  hear  fome  Parents  fay,  they  will  let  their 
Children  be  well  prepared,  and  then  car¬ 
ried  to  a  Perfon  who  has  the  Small-Pox  in 
a  favourable  Manner — Nothing  can  be  more 
abfurd,  nor  inhuman  than  this  Practice,  for 
by  it  they  expofe  their  Children  to  a  much 
greater  Hazard,  than  in  permitting  them  to 
be  inoculated,  and  alike  tempt  Providence, 
by  bringing  on  them  a  Diftemper  that  they 
might  never  have  ;  and  left  they  fliould 
lull  themfelves  in  the  Security  of  Deing  a- 
ble  to  procure,  by  this  Means,  a  favourable 
Sort,  I  beg  it  may  be  remembered,  that  Pre¬ 
paration  avails  much  lefs  towards  mitigating 
the  Severity  of  the  Natural  Small-Pox,  than 
unexperienced  Perfons  may  apprehend,  the 
Succefs  of  Inoculation  depending  principally 
on  the  Manner  of  communicating  the  Infec¬ 
tion  ;  for  which  Reafon,  I  am  intirely  of  Dr. 
Heberden^' Opimoviy  T'hat  it  is  better  to  have 
Inoculation  performed  by  any  body,  and  in  any 
fnannery  than  to  Juf'er  the'  Difeafe  to  come  on  in 
the  Natural  Way,  though  ajjifted  by  all  the  Help 
that  Art  can  afford. 

If  any  fhould  be  offended  with  the  Bold- 
nefs  of  the  Exprefllcn,  Devoted  to  certain 
Death,  I  muff  acquaint  them,  that  every 

E  Method 
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Method  hitherto  difcovered  for  curing  the 
Natural  Small-Pox,  fruftrates  our  Hopes;  and 
whether  we  praftife  in  the  cooling  Method, 
recommended  by  Sydenba?n ;  give  the  heating 
Medicines,  preferibed  by  Moreton  ;  or  pur- 
fue  the  middle  Trad:,  with  our  celebrated 
Countryman,  Dr.  Huxham  (which  feems  the 
mofl  rational )  or,  with  Friend^  endeavour 
to  purge  off  the  fecondary  Fever ;  we  fhall 
ftill  find,  I  believe,  the  Small-Pox  will  carry 
olF  near  one  in  feven  of  thofe  who  have  it 
naturally. 

The  Danger  attending  this  Diftemper 
made  Sydenham  declare,  that  the  Method  of 
curing  it  refl:s  on  Jlippery  Foundation^  and 
verifies  the  Obfervation  made  by  Boerhaave, 
that,  Vulgatd  methodo  nullus  niji  Jponfe  emer^ 
gify  ^  by  which  he  means.  Nature  not  Art 
performs  the  Cure. 

I  might  have  cited  many  other  Teftimo- 
nies  to  the  fame  Purpofe,  it  being  certain 

that 


*  Immediately  after  .the  above  Obfervation,  he 
adds—  Prophylaxis  injitiva  videtur  fatis  cert  a  tu- 
taq^ne. — ‘'Thus  did  this  Great  Man  Forty  Years 
fince,  and  almoft  in  the  Infancy  of  its  Pradice,

ation  to  be  fufficiently  fafe  and  pertain. 
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that  there  are  almoft  as  many  different  Senti¬ 
ments  on  the  Treatment  of  this  Diforder,  as 
there  are  Authors  who  have  written  on  it ;

I  will  next  endeavour  to  confute  an  Ob- 
jedlion  which  has  been  infifted  on  by  fome  of 
the  moft  learned  of  the  Faculty,  even  fucli  as 
are  great  Advocates  for  the  Pradlice,  and  there¬ 
fore  demands  our  ferious  Attention.  Monf. 
Gatti  fays,  in  his  Treatife  on  the  Prejudices  to 
thePradtice  of  Inoculation — {11  ejl  certain  quon 
pent  communiqner  avec  la  petite  verole  les  maladies 
qui  font  contagieufesy  la  rougeole^  par  example  la 
fievre  fcarlatine) —  It  is  certain.  That  with 
the  Small-Pox,  contagious  Diforders,  fuch  as 
the  Meafles  and  Scarlet  Fever,  may  be  com¬ 
municated.” — The  moft  fatisfa6tory  Anfwer 
that  can  be  given  to  this  Objedfion  is,  that 
I  believe  no  Inoculator  in  Fjnglandy  where 
the  Pradlice  has  been  more  general  than  in 
any  ether  Part  of  EuropCy  ever  met  with  an 

E  2  -  inftance 
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Inftancc  of  this  Kind  ;  yet  I  own,  that  in 
the  Courfe  of  my  Practice,  I  have  frequent¬ 
ly  feen  a  Ra(h,  or  an.  Efflorefcence,  on  the 
Skin,  very  like  the  Mealies  and  Scarlet  Fe¬ 
ver,  but  which  have  conftantly  disappeared 
on  the  Eruption  of  the  Small-Pox ;  and  I 
believe  M.  Meafles  and  Scarlet  Fever, 

were  of  the  fame  Sort,  fince  he  fays,  they 
went  off  Jcins  aucun  accident  conjiderable.  It' 
would  be  ftrange  indeed,  if  the  Meafles  and 
Small  Pox  ihould  meet  in  the  fame  Perfon,  and 
be  attended  no  conjiderable  Accident.  In 
the  Beginning  of  my  Pradlice  fuch  Appear¬ 
ances  alarmed  me  greatly,  for  I  learned  from 
Sydenham^  that  the  worfl:  Kinds  of  Small-Pox 
appear  like  the  Meafles,  and  I  Ihould  fome- 
times  have  defpaired  of  my  Patients,  if  the  Gen¬ 
tleman  to  whom  this  Letter  is  addreflfed,  had 
not  favoured  me  with  the  following  Obferva- 
tion,  which  I  received  from  him  in  a  Letter, 
dated  Aug.  i8,  1741. - There  frequent¬ 

ly  is  a  Kind  of  Rafli  or  Efflorefcence  on  the 
Skin,  fometimes  in  one  Part,  fometimes  in 
another,  which  goes  off  with  the  Eruption, 
and  for  which  I  do  not  alter  my  Method.” 
Mr.  Burgefs,  in  his  Account  of  Inoculation, 
fays,  On  the  fecpnd  Day  from  the  Attack 

of 
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of  the  Small-Pox,  is  'often  thrown  out  an 
Eriirtiori  like  Fleabites,  which  are  fometimes 
fo  thick  as  to  put  on  the  Appearance  of  the 
Scarlet  Fever  ; but,  fays  this  fame  Author, 
I  knoW'6f  no  Inftance,  in  fo  many  Years 
as  this  Pradlice  has  fubfifted,  where  any  Dif- 
order,  except  the  Small-Pox,  has  been  com¬ 
municated  by  Inoculation ;  therefore  I  think 
it  may  be  prefumed  no  fuch  Thing  can  hap¬ 
pen,  but  that  the  Small-Pox  is  a  Poifon  fut 
‘ generis y  and  can  admit  of  no  other  Mixture, 
I  know  of  one  Inftance  where  the  Matter 
w'as  taken  ignorantly  by  the  Syrgeon  from  a 
young  Woman,  who  coming  up  to  St. 

7?ias's  Hofpital  to  be  falivated  for  the  Venereal 
Diftemper,  fell  ill  of  the  Small-Pox.  Three 
Patients  were  inoculated  from  this  Matter, 

f 

and  had  the  Small-Pox  in  the  moft  favoura¬ 
ble  Manner  ;  nothing  particular  happened  a- 
bout  the  Wounds.  They  all  grew  up  heal¬ 
thy  -y  two  of  them  are  now  alive,  and  the 
third  died  at  Sea  of  a  violent  Fever  many 
Years  ago.’* 

I  will  add  a  Cafe  that  happened  in  my  own 
Prad:ice,  w^hich  may  be  an  Illuilration  of  the 
Doflrine  here  contended  for.  Some  Years 
fince,  my  Advice  was  aiked  for  a  young  Girl 

that 
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.1 

that  had  the  Itch,  and  within  a  very  few  Day^ 
was  feized  with  the  Snaall-Pox.  Soon  after 
this  Seizure  the  Itch  difappeared,  and  I  real¬ 
ly  imagined  would  have  been  cured  with  the 
Small-Pox ;  but,  to  my  great  Surprize,  after 
that  Diforder  Was  cured,  the  Itch  broke  out 
afrefh  with  more  Virulence  than  before. 
Suppofe  any  one  had  been  inoculated  with 
Matter  taken  from  this  Perfon,  would  the 
Itch  have  been  communicated  with  the  Small 
Pox  ?  I  think  not  —  for  if  the  Matter  that 
caufed  the  Itch  had  been  mixed  and  blended 
with  the  variolous  Matter,  both  Diforders 
w^ould  probably  have  been  cured  at  the  fame 
Time.

'Left  the  above  Arguments  (hould  be  infuf- 
ficient  to  convince  Monf.  Gatti  of  his  Mif- 
take,  I  will  add  the  TeftimOny  of  Dr.  Kirk-^ 
fatricky  whom  Monf.  Gatti  calls  the  moft  fa¬ 
mous  Inoculator  in  Europe  The  Dodtor 
fays,  in  his  Analyfis,  ‘‘We  proceed  to  con- 
fider,  whether  the  infcdlious  Matter  is  com¬ 
municative  of  any  other  Difeafe  the  Perfon 
it  was  extradted  from, might  have,  or  be  lia¬ 
ble  to.  For  my  own  Part,  I  can  with  great 
Truth  aver.  That  an  Experience  of  more 

than 


Le  plus  Jameux  Inoculateur  dans  ioute  P Europe, 
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than  Twenty  Years  on  the  Subje<^1:,  and  the 
utmoft  Refleftion  in  my  Power,  have  con¬ 
vinced  me,  that  it  never  did,  nor  can,  im¬ 
part  any  Difeafe  but  the  fpecific  one  that 
produced  it.’'  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  then  adds  an 
Obfervation  fimilar  to  that  juft^  publifhed  of 
Mr.  Burgefs  ;  and  all  thefe  Obfervations  uni¬ 
ted,  I  hope  will  be  fufficient  to  convince  even 
Monf.  Gatti^  that  no  Diftemper,  except  the 
Small-Pox,  was  ever  communicated  by  Inocu¬ 
lation.  However,  it  may  be  prudent  to  let  the 
Matter  be  taken  from  a  found  healthy  Perfon^ 
that  has  a  diftinfi:  Sort  of  Small-Pox,  as  bv 
this  Means  we  may  be  certain  that  the  Difor- 
der  will  be  communicated  by  mild  Pus:  The 
Practice  of  taking  it  from  a  virulent  or  con¬ 
fluent  Sort,'feems  to  me  to  be  wholly  unju- 
ftifiable. 

Some  Notice  ought  to  be  taken  of  the  four 
following  Objedtions,  as  the  Author  of  them^ 
Dr.  Dellaen,  is  a  Phyflcian  of  great  Eminence.

It  muft  appear  aftonifliing  to  every  one  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  Nature  of  this  Diforder,, 
that  fo  a  celebrated  Writer  as  Dr.  De  Haen 
(hould  declare  —  That  the  Natural  Small- 
Pox  is  not  attended  with  much  Danger,  and 
that  the  inoculated  Sort  is  equally  dangerous/’ 
In  order  to  confute  thefe  two  bold  Affertions, 
it  may  not  be  improper  to  give  an  Account 
of  my  own  .Pradtice,  during  the  laft  eight 
Month's,  in  which  Period  I  have  inoculated  88 
who  have  had  the  Small-Pox  by  Inoculation, 
all  which  recovered, '  and  44  in  the  Natural 
Small-Pox,  of  whom  25  died  in  the  Diforder, 
who  all  had  the  confluent  Sort,  accompanied 
with  purple  Spots  ^ ,  wdaich  Sydenham  fays, 
are  almoft  conftantly  mortis  preenuncia—Th^ 
Forerunners  of  Death.  This  is  a  Proof,  that 
ho  one  need  be  afraid  to  venture  on  Inocula¬ 
tion,  tho’  the  Natural  Small-Pox,  at  the  fame 

Time,

^  Many  of  my  Patients  have  taken  large  Quan  -  ^ 
titles  of  the  Peruvian  Bark  and  Mineral  Acids, 
without  the  lead  Benefit  *,  for  this  Sort,  as  Syden- 
ham  obferves,  Pejlefn  ipfatn  pernicie  aquahat^^^'^— 
was  as  pernicious  as  the  Plague. 
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Time,  fliould  be  attended  with  the  greateft 
Malignancy. 

De  Hae?i's  third  Objedion  is  —  ‘‘  that  fo 
many  have  the  Small  -  Pox  twice,  that  the 
Security  which  may  be  obtained  by  Inocu¬ 
lation,  is  of  little  Value/’  This,  like  the 
two  former,  is  not  founded  on  Truth,  and 
proves  only  how  far  Perfons  of  Ingenuity 
may  be  carried  by  Prejudice. — For  my  Part, 
I  am  clearly  of  Opinion,  that  no  one  ever 
had  the  Small  -  Pox  a  fecond  Time,  and 
therefore  I  cannot  admit  even  of  Dr.  Kirk^ 
Patrick^  Conceffion,  That  one  in  Ten 
Thoufand  may  have  it  twice ;  ”  for  if  any 
one  ever  had  the  Small-Pox  a  fecond  Time, 
I  can  fee  no  Reafon  why  it  ihould  happen 
only  to  one  in  Ten  Thoufand. 

IDe  Haens  fourth  Objedion,  from  the 
Number  of  thofe  that  never  have  the  Small- 
Pox  at  all,  feems  to  be  fafficiently  anfwered, 
by  wb"'*  has  been  already  quoted  from  Rive^ 
riusy  SennertuSy  &c.  Authors  that,  I  imagine, 
this  ingenious  Phylician  mull  be  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with. 

Enough  having  been  faid  in  Anfwer  to 
Objedions,  which  feem  to  be  only  the  Cavils 
©f  a  Perfon  that  is  an  avowed  Enemy  to  the 

F  -  Pradice 
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Praftice  of  Inoculation,  I  will  endeavour  to 
confute  One  of  another  Kind,  and  indeed  of 
the  greateft  Confequence ;  for  it  is  faid,  and 
very  truly,  that  by  Inoculation,  the  Small* 
Pox  being  brought  into  Places  free  from  it^ 
the  Lives  of  many  may  be  expofed  to  the 
fatal  Effedls  of  this  Diforder,  who  might 
otherwife  efcape  it. 

In  Anfwer  ta  this  I  reply,  that  if  the 
Small-Pox  is  of  fo  infectious  a  Nature  that 
Very  few  go  through  Life  without  having  it, 
except  fuch  ,as  feclude  themfelves  from  all 
Commerce  with  Mankind,  and  are  thereby 
rendered  almoft  ufelefs  to  Society ;  and  if  it 
is  alfo  true,  that  of  grown  Perfons  more  than 
one  in  four  dies,  as  is  evident  by  the  Ac¬ 
counts  from  the  Small-Pox  Hofpital  •,  and  of 
Children,  if  only  one  in  eight  dies,  which 
feems  lo  be  no  unfair  Reprefentation  ;  it  fol¬ 
lows,  that  Inoculation,  by  infecting  a  Town 
with  the  Small-Pox,  inflead  of  being  a  Pub-^ 
lie  Nuifance,  may  really  be  a  General  Be¬ 
nefit,  as  by  communicating  it  to  Perfons  in 
their  Youth,  at  leafl  one-half  of  thofe  who 
Would  probably  die  of  that  Diforder  will  be 
preferved  ;  and,  confequently,  though  fome 
Individuals  may  fuffer,  the  Community  in 

general 
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general  will  reap  Advantage,  from  the  fre¬ 
quent  Introdudtion  of  it  into  populous  Places. 

If  the  Small-Pox,  like  the  Plague,  could 
be  kept  from  a  Country  or  Town  for  Ages, 
we  ought  to  guard  againft  it  by  every  Me¬ 
thod  that  Human  Prudence  and  Forefight 
can  fuggeft ;  but  as  we  know,  from  the  Ex¬ 
perience  of  at  leaft  Ten  Centuries,  that  fcarce 
any  Country,  where  this  Diforder  has  ever 
been  introduced,  can  be  fecured  from  it  more 
than  fifteen,  or  twenty  Years  at  moft,  -  and 
that  the  fooner  it  comes,  the  lefs  Injury  at¬ 
tends  it,  then  it  follows,  that  the  Inhabitants 
ought  to  be  defirous  of  having  it  fpread  a- 
mongft  them  every  two  or  three,  rather  than 
every  twenty  Years. 

Though  this  Argument  to  me  feems  to  be 
conclulive,  yet  if  any  one  could  convince  me 
of  the  Fallacy  of  it,  I  would  gladly  recant, 
for  I  (hould  be  very  forry  to  feem  to  recom¬ 
mend  a  Pra(ftice  that  may  be  prejudicial  to 
Society. 

In  order  to  evince  the  Difficulty,  if  not 
Impoffibility,  of  keeping  the  Small-Pox  from 
populous  Places,  and  to  demonftrate  further 
the  orreat  Danger  that  attends  the  Natural 
Small-Pox,  and  the  Benefit  of  Inoculation,  I 

F  2  ^viU 
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will  mfcrt  Extrads  from  the  Accounts  that 
were  lately  fent  to  Dr.  Huxkam  by  Dr.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Gale. 

‘‘  The  Small-Pox,  by  the  vigilant  Execu¬ 
tion  of  the  Laws  fubfifting  in  the  feveral 
New-England  Colonies,  hath  never  generally 
prevailed  among  the  Inhabitants,  except  in 
Bojlony  where  it  has  been  epidemical  in  the 
Years  1649,  1666,  1678,  1689,  1702,  1721, 
1730,  1752,  and  at  this  prefent  Time  1764, 
and  where  the  Succefs  attending  Inoculation, 
after  much  Oppofition,  and  Endeavours  ufed 
to  bring  the  fame  into  Difrepute,  became  in- 
conteftably  evident. 

In  ’  the  Provinces  of  New-Tork^  New- 
"Jerfey^  and  Penjyhania,  the  like  Precautions 
have  not  been  taken,  and  the  Small-Pox  has 
prevailed  in  thofe  Provinces,  efpecially  in  the 
capital  Towns,  once  in  fix  or  feven  Years, 
where  Inoculation  hath  been  praftifed  with 
furprifing  Succefs,  to  the  Prefervation  of  the 
Lives  of  many. 

**  In  the  Year  1721,  the  Number  of  the 

Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bojion  were 
10,567,  befides  thofe  who  moved  out  to  a- 

void  the  Difeafe.  The  Decumbents  were 
5,989,  whereof  844  died,  i.  e.  near  one  in 

feven  : 
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fcvcn  :  At  this  Time,  in  and  about  Bojton, 
286  were  inoculated,  whereof  6  died,  i.  e. 
about  1  in  48  :  This  was  the  Beginning  of 
Inoculation  in  England. 

In  the  Year  1752,  there  was  anexaft  Ac¬ 
count  taken  by  Order  of  the  Magiflrates  of 
the  Town  of  Bojion^  and  rendered  upon  Oath, 
(in  order  to  remove  the  Prejudices  and  Ob¬ 
jections  made  againft  Inoculation)  of  all  who 
had  the  Small  Pox,  either  in  the  Natural 
Way,  or  by  Inoculation,  and  the  precifc 
Number  of  thofe  who  died  of  it  in  cither; 
by  which  Account  it  appears,  the  Number 

of  the  Inhabitants  amounted  to  I5>734 - - 

Thofe  who  had  the  Diftemper  in  the  Natural 
Way,  amounted  to  5,544;  of  which  514 

died - The  whole  Number  inoculated,  a- 

mounted  to  2,1 13  ;  of  which  30  died.— - 

Hitherto  Mercury  had  not  been  made  Ufe 
of  in  Inoculation  in  Bojlon. 

In  the  Year  1764,  at  this  prefent  Wri¬ 
ting,  the  Small-Pox  is  prevalent  in  the  Town 
of  Bojion:  By  the  laft  Accounts,  3000  had 
recovered  from  Inoculation,  in  the  new  Me¬ 
thod,  by  the  Ufe  of  Mercury,  and  five  only 
had  died,  viz.  Children  under  five  Years ;  fo 
that  it  appears,  that  Deaths  without  Inocula- 
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tion,  is  one  in  feven  or  eight ;  by  Inoculation 
without  Mercury,  one  in  8o  or  loo;  by  Ino¬ 
culation  with  Mercury;  one  in  800’. 

The  Ufe  of  Mercury,  in  the  SmallrPox, 
was  firil  hinted  by  the  learned  Boerhaave. 
This  Intimation  was  improved,  and  Mercury 
introduced  into  Praftice,  by  Phyficians  in  the 
Bnglijh  American  Colonies,  about  1745. 

“  Several  American  Phyficians  claim  the 
fecond  Glory  to  Boerhaave ;  perhaps  Dr.  Tie-- 
mas  of  Virginia^  and  Dr.  Murijbn  of  Long-- 
'  JJlandi  in  the  Province  of  New-Tork,  may 
juftly'have  merited  that  Honour,  who  have 
fuccefsfully  praftifed,  by  the  Ufe  of  Mercury, 
perhaps  before  any  others,  either  in  Europe 
or  America. 

‘‘  During  the  late  War  the  Small-Pox  was 
.  brought  into  diverS^  Towns  in  this,  and  the 
other  Colonies,  by  the  Return  of  our  Soldiers 
for  Winter  Quarters,  and  by  Seamen  em¬ 
ployed  in  our  Navigation  to  the  jBr//^Iflands ; 
whereupon  Application  was  made  to  the  Le- 
giflature  of  this  Colony,  for  Liberty  to  inocu¬ 
late,  and  eredl  Hofpitals  for  that  Purpofe, 
which  was  granted ;  but  the  Small-Pox  hav¬ 
ing  been  thereby  propagated,  the  Pradlicc 
was  prohibited  on  very  fevere  Penalties,  and 

the 
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the  Inhabitants  arc  now  in  a  great  Meafurc 
deprived  of  the  only  Method  ever  difeovered 
to  the  World,  for  efcaping  the  Hazards  at¬ 
tending  a  Difeafe,  that  has  made  fuch  Ha- 
vock  of  the  Human  Species,  which  feems  to 
be  an  Invafion  of  the  natural  Rights  of  Man¬ 
kind,  and  an  Obftruiaion  to  their  purfuing 
the  firft  Law  of  Human  Nature. 

“  The  well  peopling  the  Colonies,  is  a 
Matter  of  great  Importance  to  our  Mother 
Country ;  for  which  Reafon,  I  cannot  but 
think,  whenever  the  State  of  Publick  Affairs 
will  permit  the  Parliament  of  Great-Britain 
to  advert  to  the  peopling  and  fecuring  the 
Acquifitions  made  in  America,  they  will 
judge  it  bell:  effedled,  as  much  as  may  be, 
from  our  Colonies,  and  that  the  Law  pro¬ 
hibiting  Inoculation  will  be  annulled,  by 
their  fuperintending  Authority,  as  prejudicial 
to  the  Population  of  the  Colonies. 

«  It  appears  from  Dr.  Douglafs%  Account 
of  the  Small-Pox  in  the  Town  of  Bojion, 
where  he  lived,  and  made  critical  Obfervati- 
ons  the  three  laft  Times  that  it  was  epidemi¬ 
cal  there,  viz.  In  the  Years  1721,  1730, 
and  1752,  that  the  Number  vifited  with  the 
Small-Pox  in  the  Natural  Way  was  16,047, 

of 
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of  which  1858  died;  and  that  in  1752,  the 
Number  of  thofe  who  received  the  Infedtion 
by  Inoculation,  before  Mercury  was  made 
ufe  of  in  Bojlon  in  Inoculation,  were  2113 
Perfons,  of  which  30  died ;  granting  that 
thofe  who  had  the  Difeafe  in  the  Natural 
Way  flood  an  equal  Chance  for  Life  with 
thofe  who  were  inoculated,  it  appears,  in 
thofe  three  Years  there  died  1831  in  the 
Town  oiBoJlon  only  for  want  of  Inoculation, 
by  which  Deaths,  according  to  the  longeft 
Term  of  doubling  the  Number  of  Inhabi¬ 
tants  in  America^  in  one  Century  from  thofe 
Periods,  'the  Number  will  be  dimiriiflied 
29,296,  which  is  (from  the  befl  Calculati¬ 
on  I  am  able  to  make)  a  Number  far  fupe- 
rior  to  thofe  who  came  from  Europe  into  the 
New-England  ^lonies,  from  their  firfl  Set¬ 
tlement  to  this^refent  Day. 

**  Various  Sea  -  Port  Towns,  as  well  as 
fome  Inland  Places,  have  been  vifited  with 
the  Small- Pox,  fincc  the  firfl  Settlement  of 
the  New-Eng/and  Colonies,  by  which  many 
have  died;  perhaps,  taken  colledtively,  not 
more  than  one  in  four  has  recovered,  part¬ 
ly  owing  to  removing  the  Sick  to  prevent 
communicating  the  Infedtion,  the  want  of 

fkilfuf. 
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fkilful  Phyficlans,  and  faithful  experienced 
Nurfes,  to  attend  the  Sick;  the  Inhabitants 
being  often  obliged  to  make  Ufe  of,  fome  of 
the  moft  abandoned  Wretches,  for  want  of 
fuitable  Perfons  to  perform  that  Service, 

It  is  much  regretted  by  many,  that  the 
Pradtice  of  Inoculation  may  not  be  tolerated 
in  the  New-Eng/and  Colonies.  As  the  In- 
creafe  of  Mankind  has  been  more  impeded  by 
the  Small-Pox,  than  is  ufually  imagined,  it 
might,  perhaps,  be  thought  Wifdom  to  ad- 
drefs  the  hr  one  for  Liberty  to  eredt  one 

Hofpital  in  each  Colony,  for  that  Purpofe, 
that  thofe  at  leaft  who  are  engaged  in  Trade 
and  Navigation,  might  obtain  it,  and  be  ex-  , 
empted  from  the  Hazard  of  the  Difeafe, 
while  neceffarily  engaged  in  Bufinefs  abroad, 

‘‘  With  regard  to  the  Medicinal  Prepara¬ 
tion,  the  learned  Boerbaave  fays,  The  fpe- 
cific  Corredtor  ought  to  be  fome  Medicine 
diredtly  oppolite  to  the  contagious  Poifon  : 
That  fuch  a  Specific  may  fome  Time  or 
other  be  found  out,  we  have  fome  Hope ; 
and  the  great  Ufe  it  would  be  of  to  Man- 
kind  in  general,  ought  to  encourage  the 
‘‘  diligent  Part  of  Chyrnifts  to  fearch  for 
it,  in  fome  Preparations  of  Antimony,  and

€(  Mercury/' — -This  lafl  Medicine  may,  per¬ 
haps,  be  juilly  efleemed  the  moft  efficacious 
to  correct  the  variolous  Contagion,  and  pre¬ 
pare  the  Body  to  receive  the  Infection  with 
Safety,"  that  the  whole  Materia  Medica  is 
known  to  afford;  it  is  therefore  the  Bafis  of 
the  fevcral  Preparations  ufed  by  the  moft  emi¬ 
nent  Inoculators  in  America^* 

The  above  is  a  Summary  of  Dr.  Gale's 

/ 

hlftorical  Account  of  the  Small-Pox  as  tranf- 
mitted  to  me  by  Dr.  Huxham ;  to  which  is 
'added.  The  Method  of  Inoculation,  as  prac- 
tifed  in  North  America ;  but  which,  not  being 
very  different  from  my  own,  as  publiftied  in 
the  former  Part  of  this  Treatife,  I  will  not 
trouble  my  Readers  with  it. 

Having’  fufficiently  confidered  the  moft 
popular^  Objections  againft  Inoculation,  and, 
I  hope,  confuted  them  in  a'^fatisfaCtory  Man¬ 
ner,  I  will  only  add  a  few  more  Inftances  of 
its  Jignal'  Advantages f  that  I  have  been  fa¬ 
voured  with  by  my  Friends,  as  I  am  fen- 
fible  the  beft,  if  not  the  only  Recommenda¬ 
tion  of  this  Practice,  muft  be  taken  from  its 
Succefs. 

Dr.  Huxham  fays,  He  has  hitherto  loft 
no  one  Perfon  committed  to  his  Care  for  Ino¬ 
culation, 
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culation,  tho^  ke  has  inoculated  feveral.”— — 

I  imagine  his*Prad:ice  in  this  Way  mufl  have 
been  very  extenfive,  feeing  he  Informs  me, 
that  he  began  to  inoculate  in  the  Year  1730. 
Tho*  the  Benefit  of  it  has  been  experienced  fo 
long  in  this  County,  and  even  under  the 
Sandtion  of  fuch  an  eminent  Phyfician,  yet 
ftill  in  many  of  its  Didriils  the  Prejudices 
againft  it  are  very  great;  but  I  hope  they 
will  in  fome  Meafure  be  foon  removed,  and 
in  order  to  effect  it,  I  beg  due  Credit  may  be 
given  to  the  following  Teftimonies,  as  they 
all  have  been  communicated  to  me  by  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  undoubted  Honour,  and  Veracity. 

Dr.  Baker j  of  Londony  fays,  in  a  Letter  I 
received  from  him  lately,  That  every  Per- 
fon  in  and  near  that  Metropolis,  is  now 
entirely  for  it,  and  that  it  is  pradlifed  with 
univerfal  good  Succefs.” 

Some  Time  fince  I  fent  a  Letter  to  Dr. 
JVally  defiring  an  Account  of  Inoculation  in 
Worcejlery  and  received  from  him  the  follow¬ 
ing  Anfwer. 

Inoculation,  in  this  Country,  has  been 
attended  with  very  great  Succefs,  not  one  in 
many  Hundreds  having  failed.  In  thofe  who 
died,  it  has  generally  been  found,  that  the

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Patients  being  very  defirous  of  undergoing’ 
the  Operation,  had  concealed  the  Particulars 
that  they  imagined  might  prevent  the  Phyfi- 
cian,  or  Surgeon  from  undertaking  it,  among 
whom  were  two  Women  with  Child.-""  ■  In 
regard  to  my  Method,  I  ufually  draw  off  a 
little  Blood,  in  order  to  judge  of  its  Crafis, 
and  if  I  do  not  find  its  Texture  too  loofe,  I 
am  never  fearful  of  undertaking  the  Opera¬ 
tion  ;  but  if  it  fhould  appear  to  be  in  a  loofe 
diffolved  State,  I  prepare  the  Patients  with 
the  Bark  and  Mineraf  Acids. 

Exclufive  of  the  different  Manner  of 
communicating  the  Diforder,  in  the  natural 
and  artificial  Infedlion,  I  have  been  fometimes 
led  to  think,  that  perhaps  one  Reafon  why 
the  Small  Pox  is  milder  by  Inoculation,  than 

*  V 

in  the  natural  Way,  may  be,  becaufe  it  i§ 
communicated  by  mild  Pus  :  whereas  by  th^ 
natural  Infedlion,  it  is  received  into  the  Lungs 
and  Stomach  by  a  putrid  Halitus,  which  (as  is 
the  Cafe  in  all  Difeafes  arifing  from  the  Stench 
of  putrifying  Subfiances)  will  contaminate 
the  Fluids,  and  bring  on  a  putrid  Fever, 

An  ingenious  Gentleman  of  my  Ac¬ 
quaintance  is  of  Opinion,  that  where  the 
Thread  is  to  be  kept  long  .before,  it  is  ufed. 
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it  may  be  bell  to  dry  it  a  little  before  it  is 
fecured  in  the  Phial  from  the  external  Air, 
as  by  this  Means  any  putrifadtive  Fermenta* 
tion  in  the  Pus  may  be  prevented.  I  have 
been  told,  that  Animalcula  have  been  obferv- 
ed  in  the  Thread  when  put  in  a  little  Wet 
without  this  Caution,  and  kept  a  confidera- 
ble  Time  ;  but  great  Care  ought  certainly  to 
be  taken,  left  by  this'  Means  the  Pus  ihould 
lofe  fo  much  of  its  Efiicacy,  as  either  not  to 
communicate  the  Infedtion,  or  to  produce 
only  an  incomplcat  variolous  Eruption  when 
the  Puftules  die  away  without  coming  to 
Maturation.  I  confefs  here,  however,  that 
tliougH  no  variolous  Eruption  fliould  come 
on,  after  the  Inoculation,  yet,  if  the  Incift- 
ons  difcharge  properly,  the  Patient  may  reft 
fatisfied  :  For  this  Difcharge  is  purely  vario¬ 
lous  ;  and  I  have  known  Inftances  of  Perfons 
inoculated  with  the  Matter  from  the  Incifi- 
ons,  who  have  had  the  Small-Pox  in  confe- 
quence  of  it.’* 

n/Ir.  a  Surgeon,  near  'Totnes,  inoc^f- 

lated  himfelf,  h  is  Wife,  and  his  two  Child- 
ren,  in  May  1742,  and  had  fo  flight  an  Erup¬ 
tion,  that  no  one  would  have  taken  it  for  the 
Small- Pox,  which  made  him  very  uneafy,  as 

he 
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he  thought  he  fhould  ftill  be  liable  to  the  In- 
fe<ftion  in  the  natural  Way ;  but  oh  my  view¬ 
ing  the  Incifions,  and  finding  thchi  difeharge 
plentifully,  I  afihred  him  he  might  be  fatis- 
fied,  for  that  he  was  as  fecure  from  any  fur¬ 
ther  Infedtion  as  if  he  had  had  a  great  Num¬ 
ber  of  Puftules.  My  Prognoftic  has  been  fuK 
ly  verified,  he  having  acquainted  me,  that  he 
has  attended  more  than  200  Perfons  in  Ino¬ 
culation,  befides  feveral  in  the  Natural  Way, 
without  receiving  any  Infedlion,  pr  having 
the  leaft  Apprehenfion  of  it.  He  acquaints 
me  befides,  that  all  his  inoculated  Patients 
went  through  the  Diforder  without  any  dan¬ 
gerous  Symptoms.  This  is  one  Inflance,  a- 
mong  many,  that  may  be  produced,  that  the 
Small- Pox,  by  Inoculation,  even  in  the  flight- 
eft  Manner,  is  Security  fufficient  againft  any 
future  Infedlion. 

Mr.  Goulds  a  Surgeon  of  Southmoltcriy  fays, 
**  that  from  the  moft  exadl  Account  he  can 
procure,  he  finds  that  293  have  been  inocu¬ 
lated  in  his  Neighbourhood,  of  whom  he  in¬ 
oculated  178,  who  all  did  well,  and  of  the 
others  only  one  died.  He  adds,  that  in  the 
Spring  of  the  Year  1762,  the  Small-Pox  was 
fo  fatal,  that  9  died  of  the  fir  ft  25  that  had 

that 
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that  Difteipper,  which  made  him  afraid  at 
firft  to  inoculate  ;  but  he  ventured  after  fomc 
Time,  and  within  fix  Months  inoculated  120, 
not  one  of  whom  had  any  bad  Symptom,  tho*  - 
the  Small-Pox  in  the  Natural  Way  continued 
to  be  very  fatal,  one  out  of  fix  having  been 
carried  off  by  it.  Among  thofe  he  inoculat¬ 
ed,  he  fays,  one  Man  was  turned  of  fixty, 
and  another  more  than  fifty ;  the  firfl  of  thefe 
had  a  very  favourable  Sort,  and  the  laft,  tho’ 
he  had  been  a  very  hard  Drinker,  had  only 
three  or  four  Puftules.’'  ' 

Some  Years  fince,  when  the  Dorfetjhire 
Militia  were  quartered  in  Exeter,  I  mentioncil 
to  Mr.  White,  their  Surgeon,  that  as  the 
Small- Pox  was  then  very  prevalent,  it  might 
be  advantageous  to  inoculate  the  Common 
Men.  The  Colonel,  a  Gentleman  of  great 
Benevolence  and  Humanity,  approving  of  the 
Scheme,  it  was  immediately  put  in  Executi¬ 
on,  and  with  what  Succefs  appears  By  the 
following  Letter,  fent  me  lately  by  Mr.  V/hite 
from  Shaftejbury  : 

The  Number  that  I  inoculated  at  E.ve'- 
ter  amounted  to  300  ;  one  Man,  a  Grenadier 
of  Captain  Chafing  Company,  loft  liis  Life 
through  the  Imprudence  of  his  Nurle,  who 
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gave  him  (unknown  to  me)  forty  Drops  of 
Tinft.  Theb.  in  the  Evening,  and  the  fame 
^  Night  a  large  Quantity  of  Sheeps  Dung  boil¬ 
ed  in  Milk,  the  Confequence  of  which  was  a 
Delirium,  and  notwithftanding  my  utmoft 
Care,  he  died  the  next  Day,  which  was  the 
fifth  after  the  Eruption.  The  Number  of 
the  Puftules,  which  were  of  a  very  fine  di- 
ftlnft  Sort,  did  not  exceed  thirty.  One  Foot, 
whom  I  inoculated,  was  previoufly  infeded 
with  the  Small-Pox,  for.  the  Eruption  came 
out  three  Days  after  the  Operation,  and 
of  the  worft  confluent  Kind he  lived  till. the 
eleventh  Day,  and  I  had  fome  Hopes  of  him 
on  ufing  the  Cortex  and  Spirit  of  Vitriol ;  for 
the  Petechias,  which  were  numerous,  began 
to  difappear,  but  the  Difeafe  was  very  heavy ; 
and  I  had  fome  Reafon  to  think  his  Attend¬ 
ants  gave  him  Spirituous  Liquor?. 

My  ufual  Method  of  Preparation,  as  I 
had  no  Time  previous  to  the  Inoculation,  (for 
the  Colonel  infilled  on  my  filling  the  Holpital 
as  foon  as  empty)  was  to  bleed  thofe  that 
were  Plethoric,  give  them  the  next  Night 
five  Grains  of  Calomel,  and  a  Purge  the 
Morning  following  :  Thefe  w^ere  generally 

given  twice  before  the  Eruption. - 1  will 
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mention  one  Cafe  which  happened  while  I 
was  at  Chatham,  where  I  had  the  like  Succefs 
as  at  Exeter,  with  a  greater  Number  of  Pa¬ 
tients.  A  Serjeant  had  a  Bubo,  and  other 
Venereal  Complaints,  for  which  he  took  the 
Sublimate,  and  Brandy,  with  the  Decoftion 
of  Sarfaparilla.  In  the  Midll:  of  his  Cure  he 
was  taken  ill  of  the  Small-Pox,  had  as  fine  a 

diftinft  Kind  as  ever  I  faw,  and  not  above  20 
^ . 

Puftules.  I  concluded  him  loft,  on  aSuppo- 
fition  that  the  Globules  of  the  Blood  were  too 
much  divided  by  the  Sublimate  for  a  diftindb 
Sort,  but  was  agreeably  deceived  by  his  fpee- 
dy  Recovery.” 

Mr.  Hodge,  Surgeon,  of  Honk  oris  Clijl,  in¬ 
forms  me,  That  he  has  inoculated  300, 
from  three  Months  to  fifty  Years  of  Age,  and 
tho'  feveralof  them  were  very  unpromiling 
Subjefts,  of  fcorbutic,  ftrumous,  and  leprous  ' 
Habits,  yet,  he  fays  not  one  of  them  was  in 
any  Danger,  which  he  thinks  the  more  ex¬ 
traordinary,  as  the  Small-Pox  in  the  natural 
Way  at  the  fame  Time  made  dreadful  Ha- 
vock,  two  out  of  feven,  and,  in  fomc  Fami¬ 
lies,  two  out  of  five,  ho.ving  been  carried  oif 
by  it.  Mr.  Hodge  adds,  that  he  genera  !ly 
prepared  his  Patients  by  giving  themCalome!, 

h"  iPnliiop. 
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^thiop.  Mineral.  Antimony,  and  Purgatives, 
and  feldom  omitted  to  blted  all  above  feven 
Years  of  Age/' 

An  eminent  Phyfician  fent  me,  a  few  Days 
fince,  the  following  Account  from  Ireland. 

Although  Inoculation  has  been  a  very 
common  Pradlice  in  Dublin  for  many  Years, 
vet  I  have  no  Materials  from  which  to  form 

V 

even  a  Conjefture  of  the  Numbers  that  have 
undergone,  or  the  Succefs  that  has  attended, 
it.  However,  as  I  very  rarely  hear  of  its  be¬ 
ing  followed  by  any  ill  Event,  .and  as  the 
Vogue  of  it  appears  ftill  to  increafe,  I  believe 
it  is  as  little  chargeable  with  difeouraging 
Confequences  here  as  in  other  Countries  : 
For,  as  to  what  we  have  been  told  from  the 
Pulpit,  of  Mr.  Ranbjy  I  will  only  fay,  that  I 
am  very*  confident  no  Man  -that  ever  went 
before  him  had  fuch  good  LuckAxi  the  Bufi- 
nefs  :  I  call  it  good  Luck,  becaufe  Accidents 
muft  fometimes 
Cafeon  could  prevent. 

About  one  hundred  and  forty  have  been 
inoculated  under  my  Direction,  of  whom  one 
only  died  ^  but  the  Ev^nt  was  plainly  not 
imputable  to  Inoculation ;  and  I  muft  trou¬ 
ble  you  to  hear  the  Story, 

A  Girl, 


happen,  which  no  Skill  or 
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**  A  Girl,  feven  Years  old,  had  fuch  un¬ 
commonly  irritable  Nerves,  that  her  Parents 
ufed  to  call  her  their  Hyfteric  Child.  She 
was  inoculated,  after  the  ufual  Preparation, 
in  temperate  Weather,  from  a  very  mild 
Pock  j  and  continued  perfedly  well  until 
the  eighth  Day  afterwards.  The  previous 
Symptoms  then  came  on  regularly,  and  were 
unattended  with  any  unufual  or  alarming 
Gircumftance.  The  Evening  before  the  E- 
ruption  was  expedled  (the  tenth  from  the 
Inoculation")  (he  was  calm  and  chearful.  At 
this  Time  fhe  was  violently  frightened  by  the 
fudden  and  horriblb  Screams  of  her  Brother, 
who  lay  in  the  next  Room,  inoculated  at  the. 
fame  Time,  and  of  whom  (he  was  paffion- 
ately  fond.  She  fell  inftantaneoufly  into  a 
Fit  of  Roaring  and  Screeching ;  faid  they 
were  killing  her  Brother,  5  foon  loft  her  Sen- 
fes  ;  and  ftill  continued  raving  of  her  Brother 
until  her  Death,  v/hich  happened  on  the 
fourth  Day  of  the  Eruption.  The  little  Boy, 
who  was  a  Year  younger,  of  the  fame  Make, 
and,  to  Appearance,  of  the  fame  Habit  of 
Body  as  her’s,  had  the  D.iforder  in  the  gent- 
left  Manner  imaginable. 

Hz  “  The 
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The  fitteft  Period  for  Inoculation  is  evi-  . 
dently,  I  think,  from  two  Years  and  a  half 
or  three  Years  of  Age,  to  Purbcrty.  I  never 
permitted  it  to  be  praclifed  on  Infants  :  For, 

I.  They  ufually  have  the  Natural  Pock  of  as 
benign  a  Kind  as  the  Artificial,  z.  While 
they  are  at  the  Breaft,  the  Sorenefs  of  their 
Mouths  (if  they  are  befet  with  Puftules)  is  ■ 
apt  to  difable  them  from  Sucking.  3.  Their  I 
frequent  Dyfenteric  Fluxes  make  a  confide-  | 
rable  Objedtion  to  the  inflidting  pf  the  Di£- 
temper  by  Art.  4.  From  the  P^ginning  of  A, 
Dentition  (which  is  generally  between  the  ■ 
fourth  and  fifth  Month)  till  they  have  got 
their  firfl;  twenty  Teeth  (which  does  not,  u- 
fually  happen  'till  they  are  two  Years  and  a 
half  or  three  Years  old  J  every  Pradtitioner 
knows  how  very  fuddenly,  and  without  any 
previous  Notice,  they  are  often  knocked 
down  with  violent  and  alarming  Sympt:oms 
from  Teething.  5.  Children,  during  the- 
Period  I  have  been  fpeaking  of,  are  feldom 
tradtable,  6.  It  is  found  true,  in  Fadl,  that 
the  artificial  Infedlion  is  much  more  fatal  to 
Infants  than  to  Children  from  three  Years 
upwards.

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With  regard  to  the  Preparation  for  Ino¬ 
culation,  and  the  Manner  performing  it, 
the  following  is  the  Method  that  I  always, 
ufe. 

If  the  Patient  is  not  in  perfect  Health,  P 
bring  him  to  it  before  I  permit  him  to  under-* 
go  the  Operation.  If  there  is  any -Acrimony 
in  his  Juices;  it  ftiould  be  correfbed  by  the 
ufual  Remedies,  particularly  Mercurials. 

I  choofe  to  take  the  Infection  from  a  na- 
tural  Pock,  ,becaufe  the  artificial  one  appears 
to  me  to  be  lefs  communicative  of  the  Difor- 
der,  ^  and  more  apt  to  difappoint  us,  ' 

The  Pus  ought  to  be  taken,  in  my  0» 
pinion,  from  a  young- Subjed:,  particularly  if 

the  Patient  be  a  Child.  I  have  feen  Children

inoculated  from  Adults,  who  had  the  Diforder 
in  the  gentleft  Manner,  and  yet  the  Pock  that 
enfued  was  of  fuch  a  rank  Nature,  as  to  give 
me  aSufpicion  that  thePradice  was  wrong. 

Though  the  variolous  Matter  preferves 
its  Infedion  for  more  than  a  Year,  yet,  as  all 
the  Humours  of  the  Body,  healthy  or  mor¬ 
bid,  grow  putrid  by  being  expo  fed  to  the  Air, 
1  think  it  obvious  that  frefh  Pus  fhould  be 
preferred. 
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The  Matter  inferted  /liould  be  perfectly 
pure  and  ripe.  .1  have,  feen  Sirrgeons  prefs 
the  Puftule  until  the  Blood  flowed;  fo  that  a

Sanies  was  inoculated,  inftead  of  Pus.  .  This, 

I  have  obferved,  is  more  difficult  to  allimi- 
late,  and  the  Pock  that  follows  is  more  flub-

born  than  ufual.  .  ^ 

Although  I  am  confident  that  no  other 
Diftemper  is  communicable  with  the  vario¬ 
lous  one,  yet,  to  content  Families,  L  always 
take  the  Matter  from  a  healthy  Child,  born" 
of  healthy  Parents. 

“  As  foon  as  I  have  Notice  of  a  mild  Pock 
to  take  the  Infedtion  from,,  (which  may  be 
five  or  fix  Days  before  the  perfect  Maturation 
of  it)  I  Confine  my  Patient  to  his  Houfe,  to 
prevent  his  catching  the  Diforder  in  the  na¬ 
tural  Way;  I  oblige  him  to  live  temperately* 
on  plain,  light  Food;  and  reflrain  him  from 
all  over-heating  Exercife.  His  Body  is  to  be 
moderately  loofehed  twice  6r  thrice  before  the 
Operation  is  performed,  and,  on  this  Occa- 
fion,  I  would  prefer  gentle  Mercurial  Purga¬ 
tives.  W e  ufed,  you  knov/,  to  obferve  at  St. 
Thomas's  Hofpital,‘_(as  Dr.  Mead  did)  that  all 
thofc  Patients,  who  were  taken  with  the 

Small-  > 
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Small-Pox  during,  .or  after  a  Mercurial  Sali¬ 
vation,  had  the  mildeft  Sort. 

If  a  fangulne,  rigid  Habit  of  Body,  a 
Difpofition  in  the  Patient  to  Hssmorrhages  or 
Inflammations  upon  being  feized  with  feverifli 
Complaints,  or  any  other  Circumftance  indi¬ 
cates  Blood-letting,  I  would  choofe  to  have 
it  performed  two  or  three  Days  before  the 
Inoculation. 

The  Patient  thould  be  inoculated  in  two 
Places,  left  one  ibould  fail, 

I  direcft  that  the  Incifion  fhould  be  fu- 
perficial,  left  the  Pus  fliould  be  walbed  out 
of  the  Wound;  and  that  the  Qujintity  of 
Matter  inferted  iliould  be  very  fmail ;  altho’ 
I  muft  acknowledge,  that  I  have  more  than 
once  fcen  a  large  Quantity  of  Pus  infufed  into 
a  deep  Wound,  without  the  leaft  ill  Confe- 
quence. 

After  the  Operation  has  been  performed, 
the  Patient  fliould  be  confined  to  his  Cham¬ 
ber  ;  if  he’s  not  regular  in  the  Difeharges  by 
Stool,  his  Body  fhould  be  occaflonally  open¬ 
ed  by  an  emollient  Clyfter ;  his  Legs  are  to 
be  bathed  every  Night  in  warm  Water  ;  and 
he  is  to  wear  an  i^dditional  Pair  of  Worfted 
Stockings,  large  enough  to  draw  half  way  up 

'  the 
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the  Thigh.  He  (hould,.  by  all  Means,  be 
kept  from  violent  Exercife  ;  for  I  never  faw 
an  Injflance  of  the  Small- Pox  appearing  after 
great  Eatiguc  Of  Body,  that  was  not  of  a  bad 
Kind.  His  Allowance  of  Fleflh  Meat  fliould 
be  gently  leffened  a  Day  or  two  before  the 
expedted  previous  Fever,  and  light  Puddings, 
Broth,  or  Gruel,  fubftituted  in  the  Place  of 
what  is  cut  off. 

After  the  Invafion  of  the  previous  Symp¬ 
toms,  the  Diforder,  you  know,  is  to  be  treat-- 
ed  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the  Natural  one; 
but  more  Purging  feems  to  be  required  after 
the  Pock  is  dry,  to  prevent  the  Confequence 
of  Boils. ’’  .  * 

The  following  Account  I  received  from  a 
Perfon  of  great  Rank  and  Fortune  in  this 
County. 

A  Gentleman  engaged  in  the  public  Ser- 
,  vice  of  his  Country,  having  often  lamented 
that  his  Attendance  thereon  was  prevented  by 
an  Apprehenfion  of  the  Small-Pox,  refolved 
on  Inoculation,  though  aged,  and  of  a  cor¬ 
pulent  Habit ;  and  having  happily  recovered 
of  that  too  commonly  fatal  Diftemper,  in 
humble  and  grateful  Acknowledgment  of  fo 
great  a  Biefftng,  caufed  an  Intimation  to  be  ’ 

■  given 
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given,  that  he  would  defray  the  Expence  of 
all  within  his  Parifh  who  were  inclined,  and 
fhould  be  deemed  fit,  to  be  inoculated  ;  in 
ccnfequence  of  which,  eighty-fix  underwent 
the  Operation  in  the  Parilh  of  King  S'-Nyrnp’^ 
toHy  every  one  of  whom  recovered  of  the 
Small- Pox,  except  one  Child,  that  was  feiz- 
ed  with  a  Fever  the  Day  after  the  Operation 
was  performed.  It  is  remarkable,  that  a- 
mong  thofe  inoculated  Perfons  there  were  fe- 
veral  aged,  and  fome  who  were  of  the  moft 
fcrofulous  Conftitutions.”  '  ' 

In  this  City,  according  to  the  beil  Calcu¬ 
lations  I  can  make,  fince  the  Year  1741  there' 
have  been  about  700  Perfons  inoculated,  of 
whom  only  two  died  j  one  of  thefe  I  have 
already  given  an  Account  of,  and  the  other' 
was  not  my  Patient. 

It  feems  needlefs  to  riientlon  any  other  In- 
llances,  as  Inoculation  is  now  prad;ifed  with' 
the  great  eft  Succefs  in  almoft  every  Kingdoni 
in  Europe 9  and  is.ftrongly  recommended  by 
the  whole  College  of  Phyiicians  in  London^ 
as  appears hy  the  following  Judgment,  which 
they  ordered  to  be  entered  forne  Time  fince

Exeter,  of  which  it  would  be  un¬ 
pardonable  in  me  not  to  give  a  true  Account. 

On  the  2ifl:  of  laft  Month  I  was  defired  to 
attend  the  Inoculation  of  two  Children,  the 
Operator  having  never  feen  any  thing  of  the 
Practice.  One  of  them  had  been  under  my  ' 
Care,  a  Fortnight  or  three  Weeks,  but  the 
other  I  never  faw  till  the  Time  of  the  Opera¬ 
tion. 

Being  prefent  when  they  were  inoculated, 

I  faid  I  would  come  and  fee  them  during  the 
Eruptive  Fever,  (as  is  ufual)  but,  to  my  great 
Surprize,  my  Offer  was  rejected,  and  there-- 
fore  I  no  longer  confidered  them  as  my  I^a- 
tients.  However,  I  was  called  to  them  the

From  the  2d  of  I  had  no  particular 

Account  of  them,  till  the  6th,  when  I  vifit-" 
ed  them,  whh  myTriend  and  Colleague  Dr* 
Clafsy  which  was  the  only  Vifit  we  made  to 
the  youngefl:,  ^_for  he  died  in  the  Evening 
of  the  following  Day  .;  but  we  were  defired 
to  attend  the  eldeil:  again,  on  the  8th,  at 
which  Time  there .  appeared  Hopes  of  his 
JRecoyery ;  and  favourable  Accounts  of  him 
were  fent  to  us,  till  the  14th,  when  we 
were  acquainted  that  he  had  brought  o|f  fix 
Worms  the  Day  before,  and  that  he  was  in

the  lafl:  Extremity. 

As  neither  Dr.  Glafs,  nor  myfelf,  ever  faw 
fuch  a  malignant  Sort  of  Small-Pox  from  In¬ 
oculation,

oculatioD,  among  near  a  thoufand  that  have 
been  inoculated  under  the  Directions  of  one, 
or  other,  of  us,  as  it  refembled  exaClly  the 
virulent  Kind,  which  has  greatly  prevailed 
during  the  laft  fix  Months ;  and  as  thefe 
Children  had  been  almoft  furrounded  by  the 
Small-Pox,  it  may  not,  perhaps,  be  unjuft 
to  fuppofe,  that  the  Natural  Infection  had 
reached  them.  I  with  their  afflicted  Parents 
could  be  of  this  Opinion,  for  then  they  might 
be  fatisfied,  that  the  fame  Fate  would  proba¬ 
bly  have  attended  them,  if  they  had  not  been 

inoculated. - On  the  Suppoiition,  however, 

that  the  Deaths  of  thefe  Children  may  be  im¬ 
puted  to  Inoculation,  and  that  both  of  them 
ought  to  be  deemed  Patients,  (which,  for 
the  Reafons  already  mentioned,  I  think  would 
be  unfair)  yet  three  only  have  died  of  about 
600  that  have  been  inoculated  under  my  Di- 
redlion.  How  difproportionate ,  this  to  the 
Lofs  by  the  Natural  6mall-Pox? 

It  is  reckoned  by  fome  ingenious  Calcula¬ 
tors,  that  one  in  12000  dies  every  Day  ;  and 
as  the  Term  allowed  for  Inoculation  is  rec¬ 
koned  to  be  twenty  one  Days,  the  inoculated 
Patient's  general  Chance  of  dying,  during 

'  that 
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that  Period,  would  be  nearly  as  one  to  571, 
abftrad'ed  from  the  particular  Hazard  attend¬ 
ing  that  Praftice,^  which  ought  to  be  admit¬ 
ted,  to  account  for  the  Deaths  of  fome  Per- 
ibns  under  Inoculation ;  and  probably  Worms 
might  have  contributed  to  the  Death  of  the 
Child  laft  mentioned,  for  befides  the  fix 
brought  off  the  Day  before  his  Deceafe,  he 
voided  feveral  during  the  Courfe  of  his  Dif- 
order.

Notwithftanding  what,  is 'advanced  in  P. 
42,  and '43,  I  beg  it  may  be  underftood, 
that  I  do  not  intend  to  recommend  the  Prac¬ 
tice  of  Inoculating  in. Towns  that  are  free 
from  the  Small-Pox ;  and  in  fuch  as  are  in-  * 
felted,  it  would  be  very  hazardous';  for  which 
Reafons  it  ought  never  to  be  performed,  ex- 
•cept  in  remote  Places,  appropriated  to  that 
Purpofe. 

Whatever  Inelegancies,  or  Inaccuracies  may 
occur  in  this  Tr^atife,  the  Reader,  it  is  hoped, 
will  be  candid  enough  to  excufe  them,  efpe- 
cially  when  he  confiders,  that  the  Writer  had 
no  Leifure  tQpolifh,  or  corred:  his  Style,  be¬ 
ing  only  attentive  to  the  Fadts,  and  which 
•he  comQiitted  to  the  P  refs  amidft  the  Mul¬ 
tiplicity 
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tiplicity  of  indifpenfable  Avocations,  without 
the  leaft  Ambition  of  becoming  an  Author; 
his  foie  Motive  being  to  obviate  the  Prejudices 
which  have  obftriifted  the  Pradtice  of  Inocu^ 
lation,  in  the  City  and  Neighbourhood  of 
Exeter — a  Pradice  which,  he  is  fully  con-

vinced,  (notwithftanding  ibme  fatal  Accidents 
that  muft  neceffarily  attend  it)  will  be  bene¬ 
ficial  to  Mankind,  in  Proportion  as  it  is  ex¬ 
tended.
